This  list  contains  every  name  (so  far  as  ascertainable)  ever 
associated  with  the  Class,  all  thrown  into  one  alphabetical  order. 
The  names  in  small  capitals  are  those  of  men  who  entered 
with  the  class  in  1889  and  received  the  A.B.  in  1893.  In  all 
other  cases  the  relation  to  the  class  is  given  below  the  name. 

Many  men  who  did  not  receive  the  A.B.  in  1893  have  request- 
ed that  their  names  be  removed  from  the  list,  usually  because 
they  were  already  associated  with  some  other  class.  A  few  such 
men,  who  had  never  been  heard  from  since  leaving  college,  when 
finally  located  by  the  Secretary  have  not  felt  sufficient  interest 
in  '93  even  to  answer  a  duly  received  registered  letter  enclosing 
a  post-card  for  reply.  The  Secretary  has  taken  it  upon  himself 
to  remove  these  names  also  from  the  active  list.  All  names  re- 
moved are  indicated  by  brackets,  and  the  reasons  given. 

In  the  Supplement  to  the  Sixth  Report  the  Secretary  prom- 
ised ''a  new  and  improved  list;"  but  after  numerous  experi- 
ments has  decided  that  the  present  is  the  only  form  capable  of 
giving  all  the  facts  without  the  use  of  confusing  symbols  and 
reference-marks.

In  the  summer  of  1893  I  made  my  first  trip  abroad  with  my 
father ;  incidentally  hearing  Gladstone  under  dramatic  circum- 
stances. For  three  years  I  studied  at  Union  and  Andover  The- 
ological Seminaries.  Then  for  five  and  one  half  years  I  was 
minister  of  the  Congregational  Church  at  Fryeburg,  Maine. 
With  the  invaluable  aid  of  Pearson  and  the  young  people  and 
others  in  the  community  as  well  as  in  Boston,  I  tried  an  inter- 
esting and  fairly  successful  experiment  there  in  developing  a 
summer  community  center.  During  this  period  I  married ;  the 
first  home  my  wife  and  I  had  was  thus  a  parsonage.  In  1901 
I  made  a  trip  in  the  South  and  West  collecting  material  for 
articles  which  were  published  in  The  Outlook  and  later  in  a 
book  on  "Religious  Life  in  America."  Two  other  books  of 
mine  have  been  published.  In  1902  I  joined  the  editorial  staff 
of  The  Outlook,  becoming  associated  with  my  father,  editor-in- 
chief  until  his  death  last  fall,  and  with  my  oldest  brother,  Law- 
rence F.  Abbott,  President  of  The  Outlook  Company.  In  1904 
I  made  a  study  of  the  Negro  question  in  several  Southern  cities. 
My  connection  with  The  Outlook  brought  me  into  somewhat 
close  association  with  Theodore  Roosevelt.  In  1914  Hiler  and 
I  found  ourselves  in  Paris  on  the  eve  of  mobilization  and  in 
London  when  one  declaration  of  war  followed  another.  In  the 
spring  of  1918  I  made  some  speeches  in  Kentucky  under  the 
State  Council  of  Defense.    In  October,  1918,  I  sailed  for  Europe 
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expecting  to  get  to  the  front  as  a  correspondent,  but  the  Armis- 
tice intervened.  After  spending  some  time  in  the  army  area 
and  on  the  battlefields  I  remained  in  Paris  during  a  large  part 
of  the  Peace  Conference.  In  1922  I  attended  as  correspondent 
the  Armament  Conference  at  "Washington.  I  have  been  at  one 
time  or  another  a  member  of  various  boards,  committees,  coun- 
cils, and  commissions.  That  I  am  still  alive  I  owe  to  my  young- 
er brother,  Dr.  Theodore  J.  Abbott,  who  pulled  me  through  an 
attack  of  pneumonia  in  1920. 

I  have  a  family  of  boys.  Two  of  them  (one  my  oldest  son, 
the  other  my  adopted  son)  are  graduates  of  Harvard  in  the 
class  of  1922,  and  one  is  a  junior  at  Harvard,  in  the  class  of 
1924.  Their  education  is  largely  due  to  my  wife's  careful  man- 
agement and  their  own  capacity  for  self  help. 

Our  residence  is  in  the  village  where  I  was  born  and  all  my 
children  as  well — Cornwall-on-Hudson,  New  York.  For  a  part 
of  the  year  we — those  of  us  who  are  at  home — live — or  exist — 
in  New  York  City. 

On  May  23,  1923,  I  was  honored  with  the  election  to  the  post 
of  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  Outlook,  thus  succeeding  my"  father.

Bartlett  entered  Groton  with  a  number  of  us  boys  in  the  au- 
tumn of  1886.  Before  he  had  been  there  many  days  he  un- 
consciously seemed  to  be  singled  out  from  among  them  as  the 
"boy  to  whom  we  were  all  drawn.  As  time  went  on  this  feeling 
grew,  and  when  he  graduated  in  1889  there  was  not  a  boy  in 
the  school  but  wanted  to  be  his  friend.  He  had  gained  their 
i)ffection  through  a  sort  of  ingenuous  winsomeness  which  could 
not  be  explained  or  described  but  which  was  none  the  less

From  October,  1917,  to  June,  1919,  I  was  in  France  with 
headquarters  in  Paris  as  Chief  of  Bureau  of  Canteen  of  the  A. 
R.  C.  This  work  increased  rapidly  with  the  arrival  of  the  A. 
E.  F.  It  grew  from  a  personnel  of  70  A.  R.  C;  workers  in  four 
Canteens  in  October,  1917,  with  135,000  men  served  per  month, 
to  a  personnel  of  496  Canteen  workers  in  67  Canteens  with  a 
service  of  1,818,650  per  month  in  October,  1918.  After  the 
Armistice  it  was  necessary  to  continue  this  work,  as  in  many 
cases  it  was  then  more  urgently  needed  than  during  the  war.

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Robert  Pendleton  Bowler  died  at  New  York  City  of  kidney 
and  liver  complications  May  28,  1919.  His  great-great-grand- 
father, Metcalf  Bowler,  was  an  East  Indian  merchant  of  New- 
port. R.  I.,  and  lost  a  fortune  by  privateering  in  the  Revolution. 
Two  generations  later  the  family  moved  to  Cincinnati,  where 
Robert  was  born,  Jan,  25,  1871,  of  George  Pendleton  and  May 
(Williamson)  Bowler.  His  mother  was  descended  from  the 
founder  of  Newport,  Ky.,  and  his  grandmother  was  Miss  Pendle- 
ton of  Virginia.

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Robert  Pendleton  Bowler  died  at  New  York  City  of  kidney 
and  liver  complications  May  28,  1919.  His  great-great-grand- 
father, Metcalf  Bowler,  was  an  East  Indian  merchant  of  New- 
port, R.  I.,  and  lost  a  fortune  by  privateering  in  the  Revolution. 
Two  generations  later  the  family  moved  to  Cincinnati,  where 
Robert  was  born,  Jan.  25,  1871,  of  George  Pendleton  and  May 
(Williamson)  Bowler.  His  mother  was  descended  from  the 
founder  of  Newport,  Ky.,  and  his  grandmother  was  Miss  Pendle- 
ton of  Virginia.  At  twelve  he  went  to  St.  Paul's  School,  whence 
he  entered  Harvard  as  a  regular  member  of  '93.  Proceeding 
to  the  Law  School  he  took  his  LL.B.  in  1896  with  high  rank. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  New  York  Bar  in  1897,  and  spent  two 
years  in  the  office  of  Bowers  and  Sands.  In  the  spring  of  1899, 
following  a  severe  attack  of  typhoid,  he  went  to  Europe,  and 
was  shortly  appointed  special  assistant  to  the  Attorney-General 
to  represent  the  Department  of  Justice  at  Madrid,  where  he 
helped  to  draft  the  new  consular,  maritime,  extradition,  and 
commercial  treaties  with  Spain  made  necessary  by  the  War  of 
1898.  He  then  came  back  to  America  and  spent  some  time  in 
out-door  life  and  travel,  mostly  in  California.  Returning  to 
"New  York  City  about  1906  he  became  actively  interested  in  the 
development  of  coal  lands  in  Virginia  and  Kentucky  and  in 
the  manufacture  of  coke.

Ralph  Hartt  Bowles  was  drowned  on  Aug.  31.  1919,  while 
rowing  on  the  Passaic  River,  near  Caldwell,  N.  J.  He  was 
born  at  Cherryfield,  Maine  (the  family  having  long  been  asso- 
ciated with  Machias),  on  February  7,  1870,  of  Henry  Haviland 
and  Abbie  Adams  (Wakefield)  Bowles.  He  fitted  at  Phillips 
Exeter,  and  was  a  regular  member  of  the  Class.  Two  years 
immediately  following  graduation  he  spent  in  Constantinople, 
as  private  tutor  in  the  household  of  a  naturalized  Armenian, 
a  man  of  wealth  and  influence.  He  thus  obtained  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  a  phase  of  life  little  understood  in  America.  He 
made  memorable  horseback  trips  through  the  Troad  and  other 
parts  of  Asia  Minor. 

Returning  to  Harvard  he  took  a  year  in  the  graduate  school 
and  received  the  A.M.  in  1896.  For  another  year  he  was  in- 
structor in  English  in  the  Lake  Forest  Academy,  Illinois,  then 
going  back  to  Exeter  and  taking  the  same  post  there.  Here 
he  remained  for  several  years,  editing  various  texts  for  school 
use  and  serving  as  official  reader  in  English  for  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board,  besides  his  regular  work.  But 
as  his  family  increased  he  found  it  impossible  to  maintain  them 
on  his  salary,  and  in  1907  he  resigned,  to  become  educational 
editor  for  Charles  Scribner's  Sons  in  New  York  City;  he  made 
his  home  at  Montclair,  N.  J.  In  addition  to  his  editorial  work 
he  did  a  large  amount  of  original  writing  for  children's  per- 
iodicals and  school  books. 

He  was  active  in  civic  and  community  movements  near  his 
home,  and  was  president  of  several  local  associations  of  that 
nature.  In  outdoor  pursuits  he  was  fond  of  tennis  and  tramp- 
ing, and  kept  up  his  interest  in  music ;  in  College  he  had  sung 
tenor  on  the  Glee  Club,  and  he  used  to  refer  to  the  "western 
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trips"  as  the  pleasantest  of  his  reminiscences.  His  death  re- 
moves with  startling  suddenness  a  bright,  warm-hearted,  and 
interesting  personality ;  he  had  closed  his  last  report  by  saying, 
''I  am  enjoying  life  as  never  before,  feel  full  of  vigor  and 
hope,  and  plan  for  new  work  in  the  years  to  come."  On 
December  20,  1901,  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  he  married  Namee 
Clopton  Henderson,  who  with  three  sons  survives  him.  The 
eldest,  Ralph,  is  a  junior  at  Harvard,  and  the  second,  Donald, 
is  preparing  at  Exeter. 

Southwick  writes:  "Bowles  was  one  of  my  few  intimate 
friends  in  our  class.  I  met  him  a  week  or  so  after  entering  the 
class.  Ralph,  to  me,  was  a  sort  of  liberal  education.  Frequent- 
ly we  took  long  walks — and  I  was  always  amazed  at  the  varied 
knowledge  which  he  had  acquired  at  school.  He  was  essentially 
a  scholar,  without  being  pedantic  or  assertive,  and  was  always 
willing  to  listen — a  great  virtue.  His  was  a  most  lovable  nature 
— always  cheerful,  calm  and  serene,  and  his  sense  of  humor  was 
by  no  means  small.  Those  who  knew  him  well  still  mourn  his 
untimely  death."

I  remained  in  Harvard  two  years  after  our  commencement 
and  then  became  Professor  of  Natural  History  at  Middleburj'- 
College,  Vermont,  a  region  most  favorable  for  field  study,  col- 
lection, and  preservation  of  the  higher  fungi,  to  which  I  de- 
voted as  much  time  as  my  college  duties  with  large  classes  would 
permit.  After  eighteen  years  of  such  work  in  Middlebury,  I 
needed  more  freedom  from  class  work,  a  complete  botanical 
library  for  reference,  and  time  to  work  over,  round  out  and 
prepare  for  publication,  this  accumulated  mycological  matter. 
In  1913  there  was  an  opportunity  at  an  increase  in  salary 
(which,  however,  has  not  equalled  the  increased  expenses),  to 
become  a  member  of  the  research  staff  of  the  Missouri  Botanical 
Garden  and  official  head  of  its  library  of  over  90.000  volumes 
and  pamphlets — the  best  botanical  library  in  the  United  States. 

The  last  five  years  have  not  differed  materially  from  the  pre- 
ceding five.  These  ten  years  constitute  a  period  of  continuous 
production.

I  came  to  Harvard  already  committed  by  three  years  experi- 
ence to  teaching  as  a  life  work.  I  came  here  to  get  the  best  possi- 
ble preparation  for  it.  I  took  in  three  successive  years  the  Har- 
vard degrees  of  A.B..  A.M.  and  Ph.D.  I  found  here  inspir- 
ing teachers,  wonderful  opportunities  for  original  investi- 
gation, and  entire  absence  of  restraint  in  thought  and  speech 
because  of  religious  or  social  terrorism.  I  enjoyed  thorough- 
ly this  new  freedom,  and  I  resolved  never  to  give  it  up. 
wherever  I  went,  even  if  I  went  out  of  teaching.  I  took 
a  job  (a  ver\-  small  oue")  as  instructor  at  the  University-  of 
Wisconsin,  where  I  remained  one  year,  then  went  as  professor  of 
biology-  to  Knox  College.

Charles  Samuel  Chase  died  at  Westboro  (Mass.)  Hospital  of 
a  sudden  attack  of  epilepsy  Jan.  3,  1919.  He  was  born  at  Rox- 
bury,  Oct.  16,  1869,  of  Leverett  Milton  and  Anna  Melina  (Mari- 
on) Chase;  the  family  had  long  been  associated  with  Haverhill. 
He  prepared  at  the  Boston  Latin  School  and  entered  Harvard 
with  the  Class  in  1889,  intending  to  fit  himself  for  his  father's 
profession  of  teaching.  He  left  at  the  end  of  freshman  year, 
however,  and  went  into  the  employ  of  the  Standard  Electric 
Supply  Company  in  Boston;  thence  going  to  the  Narragansett 
Electric  Lighting  Company  of  Providence,  where  he  remained 
for  two  years.

Samuel  Chew  died  at  Philadelphia,  July  5,  1919,  after  a 
short  illness.  Coming  from  an  ancient  and  distinguished  fami- 
ly, he  was  fourth  in  line  of  descent  from  Chief  Justice  Benjamin 
Chew  of  Pennsylvania,  who  in  1772  built  the  historic  Chew 
mansion,  Cliveden.  In  the  Battle  of  Germantown,  1777,  the 
house  was  bombarded  by  the  Americans,  the  British  having 
taken  refuge  inside,  and  it  still  shows  plainly  the  shot  and 
shell  marks  suffered  in  the  battle.  Sam  inherited  the  place, 
where  he  lived  a  part  of  each  year,  and  in  which  he  took  great 
pride  and  interest. 

Our  classmate's  education  previous  to  entering  college  was 
at  Penn  Charter  School,  Philadelphia,  and  at  St.  Paul's  School, 
Concord,  N.  H.  At  seventeen  he  passed  his  entrance  exams  for 
Harvard,  but  spent  a  year  abroad  tutoring,  as  his  family 
thought  him  too  young  to  go  to  college.  Entering  Harvard  in 
1889,  he  soon  became,  through  his  personal  magnetism  and 
manly  qualities,  one  of  the  most  prominent  members  of  the 
class.  He  was  very  fond  of  athletics ;  he  played  on  the  Univer- 
sity Cricket  Team,  three  years  on  the  class  football  eleven,  and 
senior  year  rowed  on  the  class  crew.  Most  of  us  remember  his 
exhibition  of  fearlessness  in  the  class  races,  when  after  break- 
ing his  oar  he  dove  into  the  cold  May  waters  of  the  Charles — 
hoping  that  thereby  his  crew  might  win. 

But  Chew's  talents  were  of  a  social  rather  than  of  an  athletic 
nature.  His  "hail  fellow  well  met"  geniality  won  him  a  large 
circle  of  friends,  and  this,  combined  with  his  ready  wit,  made 
him  the  life  of  social  gatherings  of  every  kind.  He  had  an 
enormous  sense  of  the  ridiculous,  and  thoroughly  enjoyed  a 
humorous  situation,  which  he  loved  to  impart  to  others.  He  was 
on  the  first  ten  of  the  Dickey,  and  among  other  societies  be- 
longed to  the  A.D.,  the  Alpha  Delta  Phi,  the  Pudding,  etc. 

On  graduation  he  returned  to  his  home,  attended  the  U.  of 
P.  Law  School,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Philadelphia  Bar. 
Soon  afterwards  he  became  an  assistant  city  solicitor,  a  posi-

tion  which  he  resigned  after  several  years  to  take  up  private 
practice  and  to  aid  in  the  management  of  his  family  affairs. 
At  home,  as  in  college,  he  was  very  prominent  in  club  life  and 
in  all  social  affairs.  He  maintained  his  love  for  out-of-door 
exercises,  being  particularly  fond  of  riding  to  hounds.  He 
was  an  inveterate  traveller,  and  had  been  pretty  much  every- 
where in  Europe  and  in  this  country.  When  the  Spanish  War 
broke  out  he  was  in  the  Klondyke,  and  to  join  his  regiment, 
the  Philadelphia  City  Troop,  he  made  alone  a  remarkable,  al- 
most fool-hardy,  return  over  the  Valdez  Glacier ;  getting  caught 
in  a  blizzard  he  reached  human  habitation  empty-handed,  after 
forty-eight  hours  continuous  climbing.  He  then  served  as  cor- 
poral with  the  Troop  in  Porto  Rico. 

Chew  was  intensely  patriotic  and  a  keen  soldier.  He  attended 
the  Plattsburg  and  Oglethorpe  Camps  with  the  greatest  enthus- 
iasm, and  it  was  the  disappointment  of  his  life  that  his  age 
debarred  him  from  getting  a  commission  with  the  army  in  the 
World  War.  He  wrote  me  in  July  of  1917,  "What  is  needed 
are  men  on  the  fighting  line,  and  I  am  one  that  could  fill  that 
bill."  When  all  else  failed  he  went  to  France  in  January 
1917,  and  drove  an  ambulance  for  six  months  until  he  broke 
his  wrist  in  cranking  his  car  under  heavy  fire,  and  was  forced 
to  return  home.  He  was  then  promised  a  commission  in  Col. 
Roosevelt's  Division,  which  unfortunately  never  materialized. 
But  he  did  not  cease  in  his  efforts,  and  after  we  entered  the  war 
received  an  appointment  with  the  Red  Cross.  He  returned  to 
France  in  October,  1918,  and  did  legal  work  in  Paris  and  Tours 
until  the  Armistice  was  signed.  He  was  decorated  by  special 
medal  presented  by  the  French  minister  of  war  in  recognition 
of  voluntary  services. 

It  may  be  a  gratification  to  those  who  were  unable  to  attend, 
to  know  that  at  his  funeral  our  class  wreath  lay  at  the  head  of 
his  grave.  I  like  what  a  friend  of  his  wrote :  ' '  The  aching 
hearts  left  behind  are  a  far  higher  tribute  to  his  memory  than 
any  expressed  words  could  possibly  be."  And  yet,  as  I  write 
this  humble  tribute,  my  mind  reverts  to  thirty  years  of  more 
than  intimate  friendship,  in  which  there  never  was  a  break. 
The  memory  of  our  many  good  times,  our  travels,  as  well  as  the 
more  serious  sides  of  life,  will  ever  be  dear  while  memory 
lives  in  me.     I  think  of  his  innate  refinement  and  courtesy,  of 
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the  beautifully  delicate  things  he  could  do,  of  his  devotiou  to 
his  adoring  mother ; — in  fact  he  loved  as  few  could  love,  and 
was  loved  as  is  given  to  few  to  be  loved.  Generous  to  a  fault, 
in  ho  way  spoiled  by  his  great  popularity,  most  tender  with 
old  and  young,  the  best  and  staunchest  of  friends,  he  stands 
before  me  the  embodiment  of  courage,  loyalty,  and  devotion.

The  first  fifteen  years  out  of  college  were  devoted  to  educa- 
tional, social,  and  philanthropic  work  as  head  of  Lincoln 
House,  Boston,  and  Gordon  House,  New  York.  The  next 
ten  years  were  given  to  business.  Usually,  in  association 
with  others,  sometimes  independently,  I  became  interested 
in  organizing  various  business  enterprises.  Certain  sub- 
stantial mining  interests  in  ]\Iexico  were  lost  owing  to  the 
revolution  there,  and  the  Great  War  put  two  other  promising 
enterprises  out  of  business.  In  a  business  way  War  has  been 
hell  for  me.  But  War  and  I  are  quits,  because  my  great  oppor- 
tunity for  adventure  came  through  the  War.  I  served  in  France 
as  Hut  Secretary  from  January,  1918,  to  July,  1918,  and  was 
then  transferred  to  the  American  Red  Cross.  After  the  Armis- 
tice I  was  appointed  Manager  of  Relief  for  the  North  East  of 
France,  including  Alsace-Loraine.  with  headquarters  in  Ver- 
dun. Within  eight  weeks,  twenty-six  sub-warehouses  were  es- 
tablished with  French  committees  in  charge.  About  $2,000,000 
worth  of  relief  material  was  given  away  through  these  centres. 

The  lure  of  the  soil  brought  back  many  refugees  to  villages 
wholly  destroyed.  Not  infrequently  the  members  of  the  little 
family  brought  in  their  wordly  possessions  on  their  backs.  Fre- 
quently you  saw  a  group  standing  on  the  site  once  called  home, 
now  nothing  but  a  pile  of  stones.  A  dug-out,  stove,  a  few  cook- 
ing utensils  left  by  the  Boche,  a  loose  board  here  and  there  for 
flooring  and  furniture,  and  the  new  ''home"  was  started. 
The  courage,  faith  and  patience  of  these  home-loving  little 
people  made  you  want  to  work  your  head  off  for  them.  You  saw 
evidences  of  military  heroism  around  the  hills  of  Verdun,  but 
this  was  different  and  hit  me  even  deeper. 

My  God,  how  you  wanted  to  help  personally!  But  the  job 
was  a  big  wholesale  one,  and  you  had  to  steel  yourself  against 
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it,  organize  against  time  and  weather  and  sentimentality  and 
constantly  inflamed  by  the  needs  of  the  little  shivering  people 
do  the  impossible  and  not  even  think  about  it. 

After  returning  I  spent  two  years  with  the  Federal  Board 
for  Vocational  Education.  Part  of  the  time  I  was  head  of  the 
Division  for  the  Rehabilitation  of  Disabled  Ex-service  Men  in 
New  York,  Connecticut,  New  Jersey,  and  part  of  the  time  as- 
sistant in  administration  for  the  whole  country.  I  succeded  Sid 
Farwell  in  the  New  York  office  of  the  board. 

And  now  this  bright  little  chapter  is  closed  and  a  very  prosy 
business  one  is  being  written.  I  am  frank  to  say  the  'Rainy 
Day  Fund"  is  beginning  to  look  important,  but  not  too  import- 
ant.

After  graduation.  I  taught  in  my  old  preparatory  school  for 
several  years,  meanwhile  studying  law.  In  1900,  I  began  the 
practice  of  law  and  have  since  continued  it.

I  was  born  in  London  (England)  of  American  parents.  Un- 
til my  eighth  year  I  resided  in  Germany,  where  my  father  prac- 
tised his  profession.  Returning  to  this  country  in  1870,  we  set- 
tled in  Yonkers,  New  York,  where  I  attended  the  Yonkers  Mili- 
tary Institute  until  1875,  when  we  returned  to  Germany  and 
settled  in  Cologne.  In  the  spring  of  1876  I  entered  the  Kaiser 
"Wilhelm  Gymnasium  in  that  city  and  continued  at  that  insti- 
tute (with  the  exception  of  one  term)  until  I  graduated  in  the 
spring  of  1884.  Thereupon  I  entered  the  University  of  Bonn 
for  one  term  to  study  mathematics  and  the  natural  sciences.  In 
the  fall  of  1884  I  returned  to  this  country  and  entered  the 
graduate  department  of  Johns  Hopkins  University,  where  I 
continued  the  work  commenced  at  Bonn.

Since  I  was  admitted 
to  the  Massachusetts  Bar  in  1895.  my  work  has  been  the  prac- 
tice of  law  and  attending  to  business  affairs  connected  there- 
with. I  have  been  an  official  of  a  ntimber  of  cttmpanies  in  In- 
dianapolis and  Xfw  York:  but  as  such  my  duties  have  been 
strictly  those  of  legal  counsel. 

Of  late  years  I  have  given  very  little  time  to  clubs  or  sports 
as  such.  My  social  life  has  been  largely  inter-family,  with  rela- 
tives and  friends  in  Indianapolis  and  in  other  cities.  In  spite 
of  the  pressure  of  work.  I  have  never  lost  my  student  spirit 
and  have  kept  up  my  systematic  study  in  subjects  allied  to  law, 
in  some  branches  of  science,  historical  researches,  and  in  litera- 
ture.   This  has  been  one  of  my  chief  relaxations. 

In  June.  1922.  I  made  mv  first  visit  to  Boston  in  twentv 
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years  ^my  son  was  to  be  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1922").  Once 
again  I  lived  Harvard.  Once  again  I  had  the  happiness  of 
meeting  my  classmates  as  fellows  and  friends,  at  the  delightful 
Class  Supper  at  the  Boston  Yacht  Club,  in  the  Yard,  at  their 
homes.  oflBces.  casually ; — in  the  joys  of  the  resumed  companion- 
ship, the  years  out  in  the  world  fell  away.  I  will  not  forget. 
There  was  regret  too;  some  did  not  come,  some  can  never  come.

After  graduating  I  spent  three  years  in  rather  uncoordinated 
study  and  travel,  and  then  took  a  position  as  assistant  librarian 
on  the  staff  of  the  New  York  Public  Library.  For  the  next  ten 
years  I  worked  at  arranging  and  calendaring  the  manuscript 
collections  of  the  library,  cataloging  rare  and  curious  volumes, 
«tc.  During  this  time  I  lived  with  my  father  and  mother,  my 
brother  and  sisters,  in  the  old  house  which  my  grandfather  had 
bought  in  the  1830 's.  in  a  once  quiet  street  far  down  town,  un- 
til business  finally  compelled  us  to  move.  Our  summers  at  Rock- 
away  were  very  pleasant  with  boats  and  bathing  and  tennis.

In  November,  1893,  I  was  elected  to  the  Massachusetts  House 
of  Representatives  from  one  of  the  Cambridge  Districts  and 
served  in  that  body  during  the  years  1894  and  1895.  In  1895 
I  was  chosen  State  Senator  from  the  Cambridge  District  and 
was  reelected  in  1896,  1897,  and  1898,  serving  on  many  impor- 
tant committees  and  being  for  three  terms  Chairman  of  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs,  at  that  time  the  most  im- 
portant committee  of  the  Legislature.  During  my  third  term  in 
the  Senate  I  barely  escaped  being  elected  its  President. 

In  1897  I  finished  my  book  entitled  "Nominations  for  Elec- 
tive Office  in  the  United  States"  which  was  published  by  the 
University  as  Volume  4  of  the  Harvard  Historical  Studies. 
The  same  year  I  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  and  began  the  prac- 
tice of  my  profession  with  our  classmate  Arthur  P.  Stone,  under 
the  firm  name  of  Stone  and  Dallinger. 

After  my  retirement  from  the  State  Senate  our  law  firm  was 
enlarged  by  the  admission  of  Hugh  Bancroft,  Harry  N.  Stearns, 
and  Frederick  W.  Fosdick,  the  first  two  being  Harvard  men  and 
the  latter  being  a  graduate  of  the  Harvard  Law  School.  The 
name  of  the  new  firm  was  Stone,  Dallinger  and  Bancroft,  which 
carried  on  a  large  and  successful  general  practice  for  a  number 
of  years.  This  firm  was  later  dissolved,  Bancroft  and  Fosdick 
being  associated  together.  Stone  forming  an  association  with  his 
nephew.  Mason  Stone,  and  Stearns  and  I  continuing  the  busi- 
ness at  the  old  stand,  under  the  firm  name  of  Dallinger  and 
Stearns. 

In  1912  I  was  the  Republican  candidate  for  Congress  from  the 
8th  Massachusetts  District  and  was  defeated  by  Frederick  W. 
Deitrick,  a  Harvard  Law  School  man,  by  1200  plurality.    I  ran 
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again  iii  1914  and  was  elected  to  the  64th  Congress  and  reelected 
to  the  65th,  66th,  67th,  and  68th  Congresses  by  large  majorities. 
The  people  of  my  District  have  been  exceedingly  good  to  me 
and  the  recent  Democratic  tidal  wave  apparently  did  not  affect 
me  at  all,  for  which  I  am  profoundly  grateful. 

During  the  last  two  Congresses  I  have  been  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Elections  and  am  also  a  member  of  the  Commit- 
tees on  Education,  and  on  Indian  Affairs.  In  the  64th  Congress 
I  achieved  "nation-wide  notoriety"  as  the  man  who  twice  kept 
Victor  Berger,  the  friend  of  Lenine,  out  of  Congress  for  giving 
aid  and  comfort  to  the  enemy  during  the  World  War.

Edward  Crosby  Darling  died  of  cerebral  tumor  at  Philadel- 
phia, August  5,  1922.  He  was  born  at  Hudson,  Ohio,  Septem- 
ber 23,  1869.  the  son  of  George  Darling,  a  Congregational  clergy- 
man and  graduate  of  Union  College,  and  Katharine  Elizabeth 
Crosby.  He  went  to  Ripon  College,  Wisconsin,  first  in  the  prep- 
aratory department,  and  then  entered  as  a  freshman  in  the  fall 
of  1887.  He  was  anxious,  however,  to  earn  enough  money 
to  attend  an  Eastern  college.  In  1889  one  of  his  aunts  moved 
to  Cambridge,  and  this  enabled  him  to  live  with  her  and  enter 
Harvard  in  1890  as  a  Sophomore.  Her  house  was  too  far  away 
for  him  to  take  much  part  in  undergraduate  life,  but  he  re- 
ceived his  degree  with  '93  in  regular  course.  The  week  after 
graduation  he  began  work  with  the  Pittsburgh  Reduction  Com- 
pany, at  New  Kensington,  Pa.,  the  sole  concern  manufacturing 
aluminum  in  this  country.  This  proved  to  be  his  life-work.  In 
three  years  he  was  promoted  to  be  superintendent.  The  com- 
pany changed  its  name  to  the  Aluminum  Company  of  Amer- 
ica, and  its  business  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  in  1908 
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Darling  was  sent  to  London  as  its  European  manager.  Here 
he  was  also  director  of  the  Northern  Ahiminnra  Company,  Ltd. 
In  1916,  owing  to  war  conditions,  he  returned  to  this  country, 
but  was  at  once  sent  to  Russia  to  explore  the  aluminum  fields 
of  the  Caucasus  region  to  the  east  of  the  Black  Sea.  The  next 
year  he  located  in  Pittsburgh  as  the  company's  manager  there. 
He  was  also  interested  in  the  American  Bauxite  Company  at 
Philadelphia.

After  taking  my  doctorate  at  Harvard  in  1895  I  taught  for  ten 
years  at  the  University  of  Chicago.  Then  came  a  period  of 
five  years  employed  in  part  in  the  preparation  of  two  texts — 
"The  Principles  of  Botany"  and  "A  Laboratory  and  Field 
Manual  of  Botany."  At  this  time  I  became  interested  in  plant 
genetics  and  began  in  1908  my  studies  with  evening  primroses 
on  principles  of  inheritance,  variation,  etc.,  which  are  still  in 
progress.  These  five  years  were  divided  between  Cambridge 
and  "Woods  Hole  and  greatly  widened  my  professional  interests. 
I  became  connected  in  1911  with  the  University  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, spending  seven  delightful  years  in  the  fine  old  city  of 
Philadelphia.  For  the  year  1918  I  had  the  good  fortune  to  be 
in  Washington  with  the  Statistical  Division  of  Food  Adminis- 
tration. 

In  1919  an  attractive  call  drew  me  to  the  University  of  Mich- 
igan, where  I  am  pleasantly  situated  with  a  little  house  and 
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some  land  to  improve  and  my  daughter  growing  up  under 
happy  surroundings.  This  is  a  brief  outline  of  a  professor's 
quiet  life  which  has  resulted  in  a  considerable  list  of  technical 
papers.  It  has  been  punctuated  with  bits  of  travel  in  Europe^ 
Egypt,  and  more  recently  in  western  America.  Such  travel 
with  its  opportunities  for  sketching  and  rough  life  has  been  my 
chief  pastime. 

Of  various  professional  organizations  the  American  Society 
of  Naturalists  has  been  for  me  a  source  of  great  interest  and 
pleasure,  since  for  thirteen  consecutive  years  I  have  been  an 
officer,  most  of  this  time  as  secretary.  Of  the  prominent  honor 
societies  I  am  a  member  of  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  and  the  American  Philosophical  Society,  f  recall  with 
great  pleasure  active  interest  of  earlier  years  in  the  Chicago 
Literary  Club  and  Loyal  Legion.  I  am  also  a  member  of  the 
Botanical  Society  of  America.  Xew  England  Botanical  Club^ 
Ends  of  the  Earth,  etc.

After  graduating  with  the  A.B.  degree  in  1893,  I  spent  the 
next  two  years  in  the  Scientific  School,  graduating  in  1895 
with  the  degree  of  S.B.  in  electrical  engineering. 

I  was  in  the  service  of  the  West  End  Street  Kailway — subse- 
quently the  Boston  Elevated  Railway — from  1896  to  1900> 
Then  I  was  with  the  Electric  Storage  Battery  Company  of  Phil- 
adelphia as  engineer  of  their  Boston  office  until  1905.  In  190-5 
I  became  connected  with  the  consulting  engineering  office  of 
Charles  K.  Stearns.  In  1907  I  was  one  of  the  incorporators  of 
the  Eastern  Metal  and  Refining  Company,  the  others  being  the 
owners  of  Richards  and  Company,  metal  dealers  in  Boston. 
This  concern  engaged  in  metallurgical  processes  as  a  subsidiary 
of  Richards  and  Company,  who  sold  the  products.  I  continued  . 
to  manage  this  plant  until  1916-1917,  when  I  gave  up  most  of 
my  time  to  studying  the  methods  and  apparatus  used  in  .smelt- 
ing South  American  tin  concentrates  to  produce  pig  tin.     In 
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1918-1919  I  built  for  Richards  and  Company  a  smelter  for  han- 
dling tin  concentrates  imported  from  Bolivia,  and  successfully 
smelted  some  4,000  tons  producing  a  product  which  commanded 
a  premium  in  the  market  over  similar  products  of  nominally  the 
same  grade  imported  from  England. 

In  1921  as  a  result  of  financial  reverses  due  to  the  sudden  de- 
flation of  prices  and  inventories,  the  Eastern  Metal  and  Refin- 
ing Company  was  merged  with  Richards  and  Company.  The 
mines  in  South  America  closed  down  and  no  more  ore  being  ob- 
tainable, the  smelter  also  closed  down  and  has  not  since  re- 
opened.

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George  Lawrence  Day  died  at  Fort  Wadsworth.  New  York, 
January  6,  1921,  from  acute  dilatation  of  the  heart.  He  was. 
born  at  Haverhill,  October  11,  1870,  of  George  Whitefield  Day, 
a  shoe  manufacturer,  and  Maria  Zoe  Blaisdell.  He  fitted  at 
Phillips  Exeter  and  entered  Harvard  in  1889  as  a  special  stu- 
dent, but  did  not  do  well  in  his  studies,  and  left  College  at  the 
mid-years, — not,  however,  "under  discipline."  After  a  period 
of  roving  about  the  world,  including  a  trip  to  England  on  a 
cattle  steamer,  he  enlisted  in  the  navy.  Not  making  a  success 
of  this,  he  assumed  the  name  of  John  Mapes  Adams,  and  joined 
the  Marine  Corps  in  1897.  Here  he  found  his  niche,  was  pro- 
moted to  corporal  the  next  year,  and  to  sergeant  in  1900.  Dur- 
ing the  Spanish  War  he  served  aboard  the  "Mayflower,"  was 
gunnery  sergeant  in  the  Philippines  during  the  insurrection 
there,  was  in  the  China  Relief  Expedition  during  the  Boxer 
Rebellion,  and  also  took  part  in  the  West  Indian  Campaign.  In 
1902  he  was  discharged  with  " exceptional"  record  and  "ex- 
cellent" character.  He  at  once  reenlisted,  was  discharged  in 
1906,  enlisted  again  and  was  discharged  in  1909.  He  then 
changed  his  branch  of  service  and  enlisted  as  a  private  in  the 
Coast  Artillery  Corps,  again  rising  to  the  grade  of  first  ser- 
geant. 

Wlien  this  country  entered  the  World  War.  he  took  a  commis- 
sion as  second  lieutenant  in  the  Coast  Artillery  in  June,  1917. 
In  August  of  1918  he  sailed  for  France  with  the  54th  Artillery, 
and  after  the  Armistice  served  with  the  Army  of  Occupation 
at  Coblenz  until  October,  1919.  He  then  returned  sutfering 
from  chronic  myocarditis,  went  into  hospital,  and  was  honor- 
ably discharged  from  his  active  commission  in  December,  but 
was  immediately  commissioned  second  lieutenant  in  the  Reserve 
Corps.  He  continued  as  first  sergeant  of  Coast  Artillery,  and 
was  assigned  to  Fort  Wadsworth. 

In  the  service  he  was  known  as  an  unusually  intelligent  man, 
very  capable  along  technical  lines,  and  an  enthusiastic  athlete, 
especially  in  baseball,  which  had  been  his  hobby  since  school 
days.  He  was  efficient  and  popular,  had  a  great  knack  in  han- 
dling men.  and  was  an  excellent  organizer  and  manager.  The 
commanding  officer  at  Fort  Wadsworth  writes:  "His  service  as 
a  soldier  in  the  United  States  Army  and  Marine  Corps  was  of 
exceptional  merit,  and  a  great  credit  to  himself  and  the  United 
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States  of  America."  His  most  famous  exploit  was  during  the 
siege  of  Tientsin,  when  on  July  13.  1900,  as  a  sergeant  of 
Marines,  under  heavy  fire,  he  rescued  his  wounded  captain.  In 
recognition  of  this  intrepid  feat  he  was  awarded  the  Congres- 
sional Medal  of  Honor  "for  distinguished  conduct  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  enemy  in  battle." 

Thus  "Chicker"  Day,  or  "Foggy"  Adams,  as  he  was  known 
for  most  of  his  life,  stands  a  unique  figure  in  the  records  of  the 
Class — perhaps  of  the  whole  University — a  typical  "gentleman 
ranker"  and  one  of  the  very  few  Harvard  men  who  ever  re- 
ceived the  highest  military  decoration  within  the  gift  of  our 
Oovernment.  August  14,  1918,  two  days  before  sailing  for 
France,  he  married  at  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  Delia  Isabel 
Joyce,  a  trained  nurse,  of  Peekskill,  New  York,  who  survives 
him.

"Amby"  Dearborn  died  at  his  home  in  New  York  City  after 
a  very  brief  illness.  He  had  been  back  at  his  desk  but  a  few 
days  after  a  summer  holiday,  returning  well-bronzed  by  the  sun 
and  boasting  that  he  had  never  felt  better  in  his  life.  He  was 
at  his  office  until  three  days  before  his  death. 

His  business  career,  after  a  few  years  of  newspaper  work  and 
teaching,  was  entirely  with  the  firm  of  Henry  Holt  and  Com- 
pany, publishers.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  the  Secretary 
and  a  Director  of  the  Company,  which  placed  upon  its  minutes 
that  he  had  made  himself  "an  integral  and  important  part  of 
the  business,  to  the  growth  and  success  of  which  he  "devoted  the 
energies  of  the  best  part  of  his  life. ' '  He  was  in  charge  of  the 
educational  department  and  personally  edited  many  scores  of 
text-books. 

"Amby"  entered  College  very  young,  did  much  newspaper 
work,  particularly  for  the  Boston  Globe,  while  in  college,  and 
had  a  large  acquaintance.

East  Alstead,  pleasantly  situated  in  the  depths  of  the  New 
Hampshire  marshes,  thirteen  miles  from  Bellows  Falls.  Easily 
reached  by  raft  during  freshets  on  Dennett  Creek.  H.  Dennett, 
postmaster.  This  town  is  said  to  have  been  founded  about  1893 
by  the  family  of  one  Dennett,  a  refugee  from  Harvard  during 
the  reign  of  terror  of  Les  Examinations  d'Une  Heure.  The 
church  (Rev.  Dennett,  pastor)  and  the  public  library  (Hartley 
Dennett,  Esq.,  trustee)  are  fine  specimens  of  the  work  of  the 
well-known  architect  Dennett.  The  latter  is  believed  to  contain 
the  only  complete  set  of  the  multitudinous  works  of  Dennett  the 
Socialist,  copiously  annotated  by  his  disciple  John  the  Orange- 
man. Here  also  is  a  curious  college  term-bill  rendered  H.  Den- 
nett, '93,  and  endorsed,  "Received  on  account,  three  dozen  eggs. 
Charles  F.  Mason,  Bursar,"  supposed  to  be  the  last  example  of 
the  ancient  custom  of  paying  tuition  fees  "in  kind."  One  of 
the  sights  of  the  town  is  the  snapping-turtle  breeding  and  stock 
breeding  his  pets  for  their  snapping  powers,  as  the  stumps  of 
farm  in  the  depths  of  "Mill  Hollow,"  owned  by  Mr.  Hartley 
Dennett.     Mr.  Dennett,  who  is  an  enthusiastic  turtologist,   is 
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several  of  his  fingers  testify.  Wlien  fully  developed,  this  power, 
he  hopes,  will  form  a  successful  commercial  proposition,  and  his 
stock  will  be  placed  on  the  market  as  the  Dennett  Live  Wire- 
cutters.

Denny  was  born  August  7,  1871  at  Savin  Hill,  Dorchester. 
Mass.,  and  died  November  22,  1920,  at  Dedham,  Mass.  The  cause 
of  his  death  was  convulsions  due  to  a  severe  blow  on  the  head, 
received  in  Paris  while  doing  Red  Cross  work  in  the  previous 
year.  His  father  was  Daniel  Denny,  a  Boston  merchant,  and 
his  mother  Mary  DeForest  (Denny).  The  early  years  of  his 
life  were  spent  in  Dorchester  and  Milton.  He  fitted  for  col- 
lege at  Hopkinson 's  private  school,  entered  college  with  our 
Class,  but  left  at  the  end  of  Sophomore  year. 

After  leaving  College  he  worked  for  two  years  with  the  Bos- 
ton &  Albany  R.  R.,  but  after  the  death  of  his  brother,  Daniel, 
in  1896,  he  left  the  B.  &  A.  to  help  his  father  in  the  Boston  firm 
of  Denny.  Poor  &  Co.  His  father  died  the  following  year,  the 
firm  was  dissolved,  and  Denny  took  up  insurance  work.  This 
did  not  hold  his  interest,  and  in  1898  he  began  work  with  the 
Submarine  Signal  Co.  This  work  interested  him  intensely.  He 
soon  became  Secretary  of  the  Submarine  Signal  Co.  and  from 
1899  to  1917  he  did  some  valuable  and  important  work,  spoken 
of  in  the  most  flattering  terms  by  his  colleagues  in  this  company. 
While  in  this  capacity  he  did  considerable  travelling,  going  to 
Bermuda,  Canada,  Panama,  London,  etc. 

In  January,  1917,  he  entered  war  service,  volunteering  for 
the  American  Ambulance  Field  Service  under  A.  Piatt  Andrew. 
He  drove  an  ambulance  at  Verdun  for  several  months,  while 
Mrs.  Denny  served  in  a  hospital  in  Paris.  He  received  an  in- 
jury to  his  foot  which  nearly  resulted  in  an  amputation  at 
the  hospital  in  Paris  to  which  he  was  transferred.  Having 
then  completed  the  six  months  term  of  his  enlistment  with  the 
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Ambulance  Service,  he  joined  J.  M.  Perkins,  '92,  head  of  the 
Military  Department  of  the  Red  Cross  at  Paris,  and  helped 
to  organize  the  Bureau  of  Military  Affairs  of  the  Red  Cross. 
He  came  to  America  for  a  short  time  in  January,  1918,  but  re- 
turned in  a  month  and  remained  in  Paris  at  Red  Cross  Head- 
quarters for  the  rest  of  the  War. 

Denny  was  a  good  sportsman,  being  chiefly  fond  of  horses 
and  canoeing.  As  a  horseman  he  was  remarkable,  being  an 
excellent  rider,  and  an  expert  driver  of  four-in-hand  or  tandem. 
On  the  water,  he  made  several  long  canoe  trips  both  in  this 
country  and  in  England.  He  always  did  things  with  his  hands. 
He  was  always  using  carpenter's  tools.  He  became  very  much 
interested  in  cement  work  and  invented  a  system  which  he 
established  as  a  business  under  the  name  "Sideways  Studios" 
on  Boylston  Place,  Boston,  where  he  made  fountains,  garden 
benches,  jars  and  other  artistic  cement  articles.  He  was  made 
a  "Master  Craftsman"  of  the  Arts  &  Crafts  Society.  His  in- 
terest in  the  Boy  Scouts  was  very  keen.  He  felt  that  it  was  the 
hope  of  this  country,  and  the  greatest  thing  in  the  world  for 
destroying  "muckerism"  and  giving  boys  the  proper  kind  of 
training.  He  was  kind,  gentle  and  noticeably  self-effacing  and 
modest,  a  merry  and  genial  companion  and  a  sincere  and  honest 
friend.  He  married  in  June  1897,  Elizabeth  Winsor  Tilden 
•of  Boston ;  and  a  beautiful  and  remarkable  boy,  Daniel  Denny, 
was  born  May  29,  1898.  The  death  of  this  boy,  by  drowning, 
while  at  a  summer  camp  in  July.  1914,  was  a  terrible  blow,  from 
which  Denny  never  entirely  recovered,  although  his  bravery 
in  enduring  his  loss  was  remarkable.

For  a  number  of  years  after  graduation  I  was  as^ 
sistant  to  my  father.  Clerk  of  the  United  States  District 
Circuit  Court  for  the  Middle  District  of  Alabama,  at 
Montgomery.  In  1906  I  was  appointed  by  President  Roose- 
velt to  be  Postmaster  of  Montgomery,  an  event  that  caused 
considerable  interest,  as  I  was  only  thirty-three  years  old  (the 
youngest  man  who  ever  held  the  position)  and  belonged  to  the 
''lily  white"  party,  which  was  supposed  to  be  non  grata  with 
the  administration.  In  1914  my  commission  expired  and  I  took 
up  farming  in  a  small  way.

When  I  filled  out  one  of  those  blanks  and  re- 
ported that  my  occupation  was  the  manager  of  a  very  short  line 
railroad,  I  did  so  with  considerable  hesitancy ;  because  the  little- 
road  I  am  interested  in  is  such  a  miserable  apology  for  an  hon- 
est-to-goodness  railroad.  However,  I  so  stated,  because  it  repre- 
sents my  occupation.  I  still  have  the  farm — about  four  miles-, 
from  the  centre  of  this  city — but  I  do  not  live  on  it.  I  farm  it 
after  a  fashion ;  it  has  not  been  a  howling  success  but  it  is  a^ 
source  of  some  pleasure.  City-dwelling  farmers  usually  have 
great  expectations,  and  this  measures  their  success  as  farmers,- 
my  farming  experience  has  not  been  an  exception  to  this  rule. 
This  sort  of  farming,  though,  has  one  redeeming  feature,  it  in- 
culcates optimism ;  you  always  expect  a  fuller  measure  of  suc- 
cess next  year. 

I  am  also  President  of  a  coal  mining  company,  mining  bitu- 
minous coal.  Our  company  mined  in  excess  of  162,000  tons  of 
coal  during  1922.  I,  however,  cannot  claim  to  be  a  coal  operator, 
because  I  do  not  reside  in  the  mineral  district  of  this  State  and 
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our  company  has  a  very  efficient  manager  in  charge  of  opera- 
tions. I  am  also  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Black  Warrior 
Coal  Company,  a  corporation  owning  and  leasing  coal  lands. 
Now  that  I  have  about  chronicled  my  business  activities,  I  can- 
not say  that  I  am  a  very  active  business  man :  I  have  consider- 
able leisure  time.

Silas  Dinsmoor  died  Sept.  17.  1921,  at  Pittsburgh,  Pennsyl- 
vania, from  injuries  originally  received  in  a  fall  from  a  wagon 
five  years  before.  He  was  born.  Sept.  30, 1852,  at  Bellevue,  Boone 
County,  Kentucky,  the  son  of  Thomas  Hill  Williams  Dinsmoor 
(whose  father  was  a  native  of  Windham,  N.  H.  and  a  graduate 
of  Dartmouth)  and  Nancy  Eugenia  Wadsworth.  As  a  young 
man  he  attended  the  State  Normal  School  of  Missouri,  and  from 
1879  to  1889  taught  various  schools  in  that  state,  usually  as 
principal.  In  the  latter  year  he  became  a  student  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Missouri  and  the  next  year  an  instructor  in  chemistry 
there.  He  entered  Harvard  in  our  senior  year  to  make  further 
studies  in  chemistry,  working  mostly  in  the  Graduate  School, 
but  taking  his  A.  B.  with  '93. 

After  this  he  returned  to  the  University  of  Missouri  until 
1897.  when  he  became  interested  in  the  recent  development  of 
Osteopathy,  entered  the  American  School  of  Osteopathy  at 
Kirksville,  Missouri,  received  his  degree  of  D.  0,  in  1900,  and 
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began  practice  in  1901  at  Louisville,  Kentucky.  Meantime  he 
continued  his  medical  studies,  and  in  1906  took  his  M.  D.  from 
the  University  of  Kentucky,  and  was  for  a  year  a  lecturer  on 
medical  chemistry  there.  In  1908  he  removed  his  practice  to 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and  a  few  years  later  to  Sewickley  in  that  state. 
On  the  outbreak  of  the  Great  War  in  1914  he  went  to  San 
Benito,  Texas,  settled  on  a  ranch  he  had  bought  some  years 
before,  and  devoted  himself  to  raising  food-stuffs  and  cotton, — 
"a  position,"  as  he  put  it,  "in  the  Ancient  and  Honorable 
Order  of  Agriculturalists,  the  present  hope  of  the  world."  It 
was  while  thus  engaged  that  he  met  with  the  accident  which 
ultimately  caused  his  death.  At  about  the  end  of  the  War  he 
returned  to  Pittsburgh,  where  his  wife  had  been  carrying  on  his 
practice. 

In  coming  to  Harvard,  Dinsmoor  was  influenced  by  several 
of  his  fellow  teachers  at  the  University  of  Missouri,  who  had 
spent  leaves  of  absence  there,  and  was  especially  attracted  by 
"Harvard's  liberal  policy  with  respect  to  the  A.  B.  degree." 
Though  he  was  in  Cambridge  only  one  year,  he  found  that 
year  "made  a  lasting  impression  on  me."  He  once  wrote  of 
that  time,  "I  met  comparatively  few  of  my  class,  but  I  recall 
with  pleasure  my  Thanksgiving  dinner  at  Prof.  Lyon's,  in  com- 
pany with  two  or  three  other  students  from  Missouri ;  a  recep- 
tion given  by  the  late  Prof.  Cook  for  his  pupils ;  Prof.  Norton 's 
Christmas  reception  to  all  Harvard  students  who  could  not  go 
home  for  the  holidays ;  the  Class  and  Commencement  dinners ; 
and  the  reception  at  Pres.  Eliot's.  I  mention  these  merely  be- 
cause my  experience  has  doubtless  been  that  of  many  other 
students  who  were  at  Harvard  only  a  year  or  two." 

Dinsmoor  kept  up  his  interest  in  Harvard  and  '93  till  the 
end.  He  was  a  conscientious  correspondent,  writing  with  a 
delightful  modesty  and  an  equally  delightful  quiet  humor. 
Asked  on  one  questionnaire,  "Do  you  smoke?"  he  replied,  "No 
but  I  get  smoked  rather  too  often  for  comfort."  In  his  death, 
'93  loses  its  oldest  member,  but  one  whose  loyal  spirit  was  still 
young.  On  April  29,  1895,  he  married  Laura  Brashear  Bulk- 
ley  at  Higginsville,  Missouri,  who  survives  him.

John  Joseph  Dolan  died  of  consumption  at  Wolfboro,  New^ 
Hampshire,  on  July  20,  1919.     Until  his  last  months,  which  he 
spent  in  the  New  Hampshire  country  in  his  vain  search  for 
health,  he  had  lived  always  in  Boston.     Even  during  his  col- 
lege years  he  lived  for  the  most  part  at  his  mother's  home  in 
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town,  and,  apart  from  playing  on  the  freshman  nine,  took  little 
part  in  college  activities.  After  receiving  his  degree  with  the 
class  he  studied  at  the  Boston  University  Law  School  from 
which  he  graduated  in  1895.  He  practised  law  in  Boston  for 
some  years  as  a  partner  of  his  brother  Matthew,  under  the  firm 
name  of  Dolan  and  Dolan.  After  his  brother's  death,  he  was 
for  a  while  law  editor  of  the  Boston  Daily  Law  Journal,  and 
then  resumed  practice  by  himself,  continuing  until  poor  health 
caused  his  retirement  some  half  dozen  years  ago.

As  a  reducer  of  ennui,  not  even  riches  can  compare,  I  am 
putting  in  the  hours,  however,  in  the  hope  of  getting  some  of 
the  riches.

A  detailed  account  of  the  business  life  of  an  active  man  since 
college  days  would  be  too  long  to  read  let  alone  print.  My  own 
experiences  have  taken  me  into  many  different  walks  of  life. 
Many  times  my  "book  learning"  has  surprised  practical  men 
and  has  stood  me  in  good  stead. 

After  college  I  engaged  in  real  estate,  and  from  that  to  farm- 
ing, lumbering  and  quarrying,  all  in  a  small  way.  Naturally 
my  interest  in  farming  led  me  to  study  soils,  clays,  etc.,  as  well 
as  fertilizers.  I  had  an  opportunity  about  1896  to  start  in  a 
mineralogieal  business  and  learn  practically  as  well  as  theo- 
retically, concerning  ores  and  gems.  The  study  of  the  source 
of  minerals  drew  me  into  mining  and  the  study  of  mining  en- 
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gineering,  beginning  about  1900.  By  original  methods,  I  made 
abandoned  mines  pay  a  little  and  gradually  worked  up  some 
production,  operating  irregularly  from  1900  to  the  present 
date.  During  those  years  about  half  of  my  time  was  spent  in 
New  York  City  in  the  office  part  of  corporations.  My  duties 
as  Secretary-Treasurer  or  President  threw  me  into  frequent 
contact  with  corporation  lawyers,  in  fact  almost  constant  work 
with  them.  Having  been  a  law  student  before  college  days,  my 
interest  in  the  subject  was  natural  and  this  led  to  the  false  re- 
port, which  is  still  current,  that  I  was  an  attorney, — which  I 
was  not.

Joint  Distribution  Committee.  This  was  an  organization  for 
the  relief  and  rehabilitation  of  war  sufferers  in  Eastern  Europe. 
Its  funds  were  collected  primarily  from  the  Jews  in  the  United 
States  and  (though  many  millions  were  spent  on  non-sectarian 
activities)  devoted  primarily  to  the  relief  of  the  Jews  in  East- 
ern Europe,  who  stood  in  greater  need  of  relief  than  the  Chris- 
tian population  because  they  had  not  only  shared  with  their- 
compatriots  of  other  faiths  all  the  horrors  incident  to  invasion 
by  hostile  troops  and  were  not  infrequently  singled  out  for  es- 
pecially harsh  treatment  by  the  invaders,  but  had  found  them- 
selves, after  the  war  was  over,  the  objects  of  the  wave  of  Anti- 
Semitism  which  seems  once  more  to  be  sweeping  the  world,  and 
in  consequence  continued  to  suffer  at  the  hands  of  their  com- 
patriots. Administrative  work  of  this  organization  occupied 
most  of  my  time — including  a  considerable  part  of  that  spent 
abroad  in  1921 — until  the  Spring  of  last  year  (1922).  Since 
then  I  have  been  devoting  myself  to  my  own  affairs,  and  to  a.

Louis  Whitmore  Gilbert  died  at  Brookline,  March  30,  1919, 
from  the  progressive  results  of  an  early  attack  of  infantile  par- 
alysis. He  was  born  at  Chicago,  June  3,  1871,  the  son  of  Rev. 
Selden  and  Sarah  Louise  (Whitmore)  Gilbert.  The  family  was 
of  old  Maine  stock,  but  after  several  removes  settled  in  Boston, 
where  Louis  fitted  for  Harvard  at  the  Latin  School.  He  was  a 
regular  member  of  '93,  and  after  graduation  at  once  entered  the 
Medical  School,  having  always  had  that  profession  in  view.  Re- 
ceiving his  M.D.  in  1897  he  served  on  the  Medical  side  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  and  afterwards  at  the  Boston 
Lying-in  Ho.spital.  He  entered  active  practice  in  Brookline  and 
attained  a  high  reputation  as  a  general  practitioner.

When  I  left  college  I  planned  to  take  up  newspaper  work. 
I  found  that  field  at  its  crowded  period,  and  after  working  at 
several  jobs  had  to  give  it  up  for  something  paying  better,  andl 
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in  1894  entered  the  Boston  Customs  House.  This  leads  me  to 
suggest  that  the  way  of  the  educated  young  fellow,  looking  for 
a  toe-hold  at  the  bottom  of  the  Hill  of  Difficulty,  has  grown 
much  easier  during  the  last  thirty  years.  The  supply  of  good 
human  material  seems  less  in  proportion  to  the  country's  stage 
of  economic  development.

Heading  a  busi- 
ness with  fifty  or  sixty  employees  means  personal  relations.

But  the  foregoing  are  work-a-day  reflections.  The  real  per- 
>spectives  of  life  appear  when  business  is  over,  the  shades  are 
drawn  and  the  reading-light  adjusted.  Then  the  curtain  rises 
on  the  moving-pictures  of  the  imagination.  Because  one  has 
never  written  a  book,  run  for  office  or  "made"  a  learned  so- 
ciety, does  not  mean  that  life  lacks  color  and  inspiration,  for 
a  bookish  man  with  college  background  may  have  many  and 
'varied  adventures  of  the  mind  and  walk  the  streets  of  many 
El  Dorados  whose  gates  open  with  the  key  Harvard  has  given 
liim.

Judge  Michael  Henry  Giierin  met  his  death  through  acci- 
dental drowning  in  Lake  Michigan  September  11,  1919.  He 
was  on  his  way  in  his  motor  boat  with  his  son  Tom  from  his 
summer  home  at  White  Lake  to  Muskegon.  Mich.,  and,  while 
engaged  in  repairing  a  steering  gear  which  had  become  de- 
fective, he  was  thrown  overboard  by  a  sudden  lurch  of  the 
boat  in  a  rather  hea\'y  sea.  He  was  apparently  injured  or 
stunned  by  the  boat  as  it  tossed  about,  so  that  he  was  not 
able  to  swim  or  even  respond  to  the  efforts  of  the  son  who  vainly 
tried  to  rescue  him.  His  body  was  recovered  a  few  hours  after 
the  accident  on  a  sand  bar  where  it  had  been  washed.  And  thus 
passed,  without  a  moment's  warning,  a  man  in  the  fullness  of 
life,  whose  loss  to  his  family,  his  friends  and  the  community 
cannot  be  told  in  mere  words. 

Henry  Guerin  (by  that  name  he  was  generally  known)  was 
born  in  Chicago  December  27.  1871,  one  of  nine  children.  His 
father,  Dr.  John  Guerin.  a  native  of  Ireland,  came  to  Chicago 
early  in  life,  first  engaging  in  teaching  as  Professor  of  Math- 
ematics and  Natural  Sciences  in  the  University  of  St.  Mary's 
of  the  Lake  and  later  in  the  practice  of  medicine,  after  a  course 
in  the  Rush  Medical  School.  The  father  held  at  various  times 
several  public  offices  in  the  city,  including  that  of  City  Physici- 
an and  a  membership  in  the  School  Board,  maintaining  the 
latter  connection  at  the  time  of  his  death  several  years  ago. 
Mary  Jackson,  the  mother,  was  of  Revolutionary  stock,  her  for- 
bears first  settling  in  this  country  in  Fairfield  County.  Conn., 
in  1679  :  and  her  great  grandfather.  Jonathan  Jackson,  fought 
through  the  Revolutionary  War  and  fell  in  action  at  the  Battle 
of  Yorktown. 

Henry,  who  was  preceded  to  Cambridge  by  his  older  brother, 
Edmund,  a  member  of  the  class  of  1891.  fitted  for  Harvard  in 
a  Jesuit  college  in  Montreal,  and  at  the  Harvard  School  in 
Chicago.  In  the  former  all  the  courses,  were  conducted  in 
French,  and  he  had  the  unique  experience,  for  an  American,  of 
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studying  his  first  Latin  through  the  French.  He  took  a  gen- 
eral course  in  college,  showing  a  preference  for  languages, — 
Latin,  Greek,  German,  French  and  Italian  being  among  his 
electives.  With  his  natural  ability  he  easily  maintained  a  good 
standing  in  his  studies,  and,  while  not  a  member  of  any  of  the 
college  societies,  he  took  an  interest  in  various  activities  in 
Cambridge,  and  at  one  time  was  a  runner  on  the  Track  Team. 
At  the  close  of  the  Junior  year,  having  completed  the  full 
course  required  for  a  degree  with  the  exception  of  two  courses, 
he  went  abroad  and  spent  his  senior  year  in  Europe  in  travel 
and  study,  remaining  most  of  the  time  in  institutions  in  Berlin 
and  Vienna. 

He  returned  to  Cambridge  in  time  to  graduate  with  the  class, 
and,  after  completing  a  course  in  the  Chicago  College  of  Law, 
lie  entered  upon  the  practice  of  his  chosen  profession  in  Chi- 
cago in  1895..  He  steadily  acquired  a  lucrative  law  practice 
and  soon  won  for  himself  a  prominent  place  at  the  Bar.  He 
was  co-author  of  the  Little  Giant  Index  Digest  of  Illinois  de- 
cisions ;  Professor  of  Law  in  the  Chicago  College  of  Law  from 
1898  to  the  time  of  his  death ;  Master  in  Chancery  of  the  Cir- 
cuit Court  for  a  period  of  five  years ;  and  in  1917  he  was  elected 
Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Cook  County,  Illinois,  for  a 
term  of  six  years.  Thus  he  made  steady  progress  to  positions 
of  trust  and  honor  in  the  community.  While  he  was  fortunate 
in  early  life,  as  the  son  of  well-to-do  parents,  in  being  reared  in 
comfortable  surroundings,  his  sturdy  character  and  indomitable 
spirit  soon  showed  themselves,  so  that  his  real  worth  was  early 
evident.  He  became  an  exceptionally  successful  trial  lawyer 
and  advisor,  winning  many  important  cases.  His  interest  in 
his  work  and  his  loyalty  to  his  clients  were  such  it  was  once 
said  of  him,  that  while  engaged  in  a  trial,  before  entering  the 
court  room  he  left  all  his  friends  on  the  outside. 

He  was  both  high  minded  and  fair  minded,  thorough  and 
sincere,  hating  sham  and  hypocrisy,  but  most  considerate  in  his 
dealings  with  others.  His  persistence  and  his  devotion  to  duty 
were  marked  characteristics,  and  these,  together  with  his  integ- 
rity and  ability  easily  won  him  the  place  he  deserved ;  and 
finally  the  election  to  the  Judgeship,  a  position  that  he  had 
much  desired  and  which  he  was  filling  at  the  time  of  his  un- 
timely death.     During  the  War  he  gave  much  time  from  his 
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bus}^  life  to  the  various  drives  and  other  patriotic  enterprises 
and  he  served  as  one  of  the  4-minute  speakers  in  raising  money 
for  the  Red  Cross,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  K.  C,  etc.  He  naturally  took 
an  active  part  in  local  politics  and  was  identified  throughout 
his  career  with  the  Democratic  Party. 

For  many  years  he  maintained  a  summer  home  across  the 
Lake  in  Michigan,  and  his  friends  from  Chicago  and  elsewhere 
always  found  a  warm  welcome  there.  He  was  athletically  in- 
clined through  his  life,  in  yachting,  swimming  and  walking ;  but 
his  principal  sport  was  golf,  and  his  membership  in  several  golf 
clubs  permitted  him  to  enjoy  the  game  in  so  far  as  his  busy  life 
would  permit.  In  addition  to  the  country  clubs  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  several  city  clubs,  both  social  and  political,  and  his  life 
was  thus  rounded  out  to  the  fullest.  While  his  material  and 
temporal  success  was  marked,  the  other  side, — the  home  and 
social  side — ^was  equally  appealing.  In  either  case  was  in 
evidence  his  efficiency,  his  rugged  character,  his  high  moral  tone, 
and  at  the  same  time  his  kindliness.  His  devotion  to  his  fam- 
ily, his  happiness  with  them,  his  planning  for  his  children  and 
his  interest  in  their  future,  all  now  pass  in  review;  and  these 
indeed  leave  no  doubt  as  to  the  loss  that  these  dear  ones  sus- 
tained in  the  tragedy  of  his  untimely  death.  And  he  seemed 
naturally  to  assume  the  responsibilities  of  many  of  his  friends 
also.  To  these  he  was  ever  a  source  of  comfort,  whether  they 
came  to  him  professionally  or  otherwise.  For  his  intimates 
a  light  went  out  in  his  passing.  To  them  his  comradship,  rare 
wit.  excellent  judgment  and  sympathy  meant  more  than  can  be 
described,

Frederick  Putnam  Gulliver  died  of  pneumonia  at  Philadel- 
phia, February  8,  1919.  He  was  born  at  Norwich,  Connecticut, 
August  30,  1865,  the  son  of  Dr.  Daniel  Francis  and  Mary 
(Strong)  Gulliver.    He  fitted  at  the  Norwich  Free  Academy  and 
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entered  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  in  September, 
1883,  as  a  student  in  the  Mining  Department.  He  established  a 
high  record,  but  left  in  February,  1886,  before  taking  a  degree, 
to  become  assistant  topographer  in  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey  and  was  promoted  to  topographer  in  1889.  His  work  led 
him  into  nearly  every  State  east  of  the  Mississippi.  In  1892  he 
entered  the  Graduate  School  to  continue  his  professional  studies, 
took  his  A.B.  in  1893,  and  continued  a  resident  student  until 
1896,  when  he  took  his  Ph.D.  Receiving  an  appointment  to  a 
travelling  fellowship,  he  spent  a  year  in  Europe,  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  International  Geological  Congress  in  Russia.  In  Sep- 
tember, 1897,  he  became  Science  Master  at  St.  Mark's  School, 
where  he  taught  with  much  success  for  eight  years,  leaving  on 
account  of  a  severe  case  of  appendicitis.  This  permanently  im- 
paired his  health ;  but  after  a  long  convalescence  he  became  geo- 
grapher to  the  Pennsylvania  Commission  on  the  ' '  Chestnut  Tree 
Blight"  in  September,  1912.  Here  he  remained  until  forced  to 
give  up  all  regular  occupation.  He  held  many  high  profession- 
al positions,  among  them  secretary  of  the  geological  section  of 
the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  mem- 
berships in  foreign  societies,  etc.  He  was  much  interested  in  local 
history,  and  was  chairman  of  the  Historical  Committee  for  the 
250th  celebration  of  the  founding  of  Norwich.

Although  John  Lewis  Hildreth,  Jr.,  received  his  Litt.B.  degree 
from  Dartmouth  in  1892,  and  was  only  with  us  in  our  Senior 
year,  receiving  his  degree  from  Harvard  in  1893,  he  was  well 
known  to  those  members  of  the  Class  who  were  residents  in 
Cambridge.  He  lived  in  Cambridge  until  after  graduation  and 
prepared  for  college  at  the  Cambridge  Latin  School.  His  father 
was  a  prominent  Cambridge  physician  living  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  College.  Hildreth  was  one  of  those  men  in 
school  or  college  who  possessed  sterling  and  substantial  qual- 
ities, had  the  respect  of  everyone,  the  liking  of  many,  and  the 
warm  affection  of  those  who  knew  him  best.  In  Dartmouth  he 
was  an  athlete  of  some  distinction,  playing  on  his  varsity  foot- 
ball team.  During  the  year  he  spent  at  Harvard,  without  los- 
ing his  loyalty  to  Dartmouth  in  any  degree,  and  while  he  ap- 
plied himself  more  particularly  to  his  studies  than  to  social  ac- 
tivities, he  was  a  loyal  supporter  of  the  College  and  a  thorough 
believer  in  it.  He  valued  his  Harvard  degree  all  his  life  and 
from  the  conversations  which  the  writer  had  with  him  it  is 
evident  that  he  appreciated  his  affiliation  with  the  Class  of  1893. 
Naturally  modest,  even  at  times  to  the  degree  of  shyness,  it  was 
not  to  be  expected  that  in  one  year  he  would  acquire  many  new 
friends.  He  did,  however,  renew  his  acquaintance  with  his  old- 
er friends  who  had  been  at  school  with  him  and  they  found  him 
the  same  likeable  fellow  that  he  was  in  school. 

After  leaving  Harvard  he  attended  the  Massachusetts  In- 
stitute of  Technology  for  some  time,  where  he  completed  his 
professional  training,  although  he  did  not  pursue  his  studies  to 
the  extent  of  obtaining  a  degree.  He  was  a  hydraulic  engineer 
"by  profession.  For  a  short  time  he  was  in  the  employ  of  the 
"Water  Department  of  the  City  of  Cambridge  and  then  for  sev- 
eral years  was  connected  with  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board 
in  Massachusetts.

On  January  1st,  1917,  retired  from  the  vice-presidency  of 
my  father's  business  (fountain  pens)  in  Cincinnati,  after 
twenty-three  years '  most  active  duty,  having  been  general  mana- 
ger ever  since  leaving  college  in  1893.  I  retired  upon  medical 
advice  to  travel  for  two  years.  That  year  I  went  to  Florida 
and  Cuba.  In  July,  1918,,  I  took  a  2,500-mile  auto  tour 
through  New  England  with  our  classmate  C.  P.  Huntington. 
As  he  was  in  a  very  nervous  condition,  I  went  to  Florida  with 
him  for  the  winter;  but  his  health  continued  to  fail  after 
his  return  to  New  York,  and  he  passed  away  in  October,  1919. 

I  remained  in  New  York  experimenting  with  various  busi- 
ness propositions,  one  of  which  included  a  trip  to  Sweden  for 
six  months,  but  ended  most  disastrously  for  me,  owing  to  the 
world  collapse  of  prices  in  July,  1920.  In  the  fall  of  1922  I 
learned  of  an  opening  where  my  business  experience  would  fill 
a  need,  a  newly  incorporated  electric  illuminating  fixture  con- 
cern. The  Thompson  Manufacturing  Company,  whose  head- 
quarters are  in  "Washington,  with  commercial  office  in  New 
York  City.  I  have  high  hopes  of  success  with  this  venture,  of 
which  I  am  sales  director. 

Throughout  my  residence  in  Cincinnati  my  spare  time  was 
devoted  to  horseback  riding  for  the  most  part  and  I  wasj  most 
active  in  directing  the  Cincinnati  Riding  Club,  of  which  I  was 
a  vice-president.  I  played  at  golf  some,  but  never  performed 
in  a  manner  to  be  enthusiastic  about.  I  belonged  to  the  Uni- 
versity, Queen  City,  Riding,  Cuvier-Press  Clubs  in  Cincinnati ; 
and  in  New  York  to  the  Harvard  Club,  which  is  my  best  ad- 
dress. I  am  in  excellent  health  and  spirits,  and  hope  to  enjoy 
much  in  life  here  and  in  travel,  which  has  always  been  my 
greatest  love.

Between  graduation  from  Harvard  and  our  Twenty-fifth 
Anniversary  my  life  consisted  in  the  main  of  study  in  Europe, 
and  teaching  archaeologA'  in  the  United  States  at  Wellesley  and 
Bryn  Mawr  College.  The  winter  of  1910-11  I  acted  as  assist- 
ant to  Richard  Norton.  "92,  in  the  excavations  at  Cyrene.  North 
Africa,  which  were  carried  on  under  him  by  the  Archaeological 
Institute  of  America.  During  the  war  I  was  called  back  to  my 
old  position  at  Bryn  Mawr  to  take  the  place  of  a  man  who  had 
been  drafted.  I  resigned  the  position  in  the  spring  of  1919  and 
since  then  have  held  no  active  position.

Thanks  to  the  skill  of  my  doctors,  excellent 
nursing  and  the  constitution  of  an  ox.  the  fight  has  been  a 
successful  one.  as  far  as  can  be  told  at  present,  and  I  think  I 
am  safely  out  of  the  woods,  though  a  few  more  months  must 
elapse  before  my  cure  is  absolutely  certain.  The  last  opera- 
tion has  involved  the  removal  of  the  entire  jaw-bone,  together 
with  most  of  the  surrounding  tissue. 

As  soon  as  my  health  permits,  it  is  my  intention  to  go  to- 
Greece  and  conduct  an  excavation  on  the  site  of  the  Heraeum  at 
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Argos.  As  I  am  no  longer  tied  down  in  this  country  I  hope  to 
do  a  good  deal  of  independent  work  in  both  Greece  and  Egypt 
in  the  years  to  come.

The  years  in  the  life  of  a  college  instructor  are  quite  likely  to 
glide  by  uneventfully,  one  much  the  same  as  the  others.  In  my 
own  case  the  family  relations  indicated  above  continue  to  shed 
their  blessings  and  we  all  live  cosily  on  our  farm,  troubled 
neither  about  provisions  for  old  age  pensions  nor  the  price  of 
coal.  Mother  earth  in  right  measure  and  with  the  proper  ad- 
justments represents  the  best  antidote  for  old  age  ills  as  they 
usually  crowd  about  the  pathway  of  the  underpaid  teacher.  Of 
course  we  have  to  buy  transportation  to  Boston  before  we  are 
fully  conscious  of  being  out  in  the  cold  world  and  where  if  we 
had  to  stay  and  pay  the  butcher  and  the  baker  and  the  rest  of 
those  fellows  whose  names  do  not  begin  with  B  the  financial 
distress  would  soon  rob  the  four  of  us  of  most  of  that  optimism 
with  which  we  view  life. 

I  spent  my  first  two  years  after  leaving  Harvard  as  Instruc- 
tor in  Greek  at  Northwestern  University  where  I  wrote  "Es- 
sentials of  New  Testament  Greek,"  and  which  has  had,  I  sup- 
pose, the  most  remarkable  sales  in  the  thirty  years  of  its  exis- 
tence that  any  book  of  its  kind  has  had.

He 
spent  the  winter  of  1918-19  at  Passe-a-Trille,  Florida,  with 
James  E.  Holland  '93,  returning  to  New  York  in  the  spring 
somewhat  benefitted  by  his  sojourn  in  the  south ;  but  those  who 
knew  him  best  noted  at  the  time  that  he  was  far  from  a  well 
man.     However,  his  death  was  entirely  unexpected. 

After  graduation  from  Harvard,  Huntington  went  abroad, 
and  on  May  5,  1894.  married  Maude  Mary  Bayly,  daughter  of 
General  Abingdon  Bayly  of  Camberly,  England,  at  Florence, 
Italy,  one  child,  Vivienne  Maude,  was  born  to  them  on  April 
25  1902.  From  1895  until  1902  he  made  his  home  in  Paris, 
where  he  studied  at  the  Ecole  des  Beaux  Arts.  In  1904  he 
began  the  practise  of  his  profession  in  New  York,  in  which  he 
was  engaged  until  a  short  time  before  his  death.  In  1913  he 
married  Eleanor  Rogers,  whose  stage  name  was  Eleanor  Moretti 
of  New  York. 

Charley,  ' '  Bunty, "  as  he  was  known  to  his  pals,  had  already 
won  well-merited  success  as  an  architect  when  death  stayed  his 
heart  and  hand.  The  group  of  buildings  at  Broadway  and 
155  St.,  composed  of  the  Hispanic  Museum,  the  Church  of  Our 
Lady  of  Hope,  the  Numismatic  Museum,  etc.,  etc.,  will  ever 
stand  as  a  monument  to  his  architectural  ability.  He  was  a 
firm  friend  of  Archer  M.  Huntington,  whose  munificent  gen- 
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erosity  made  possible  the  erection  of  the  noteworthy  structures 
that  dominate  the  heights  of  Riverside  Drive. 

As  a  man  he  was  loyal  and  devoted  to  his  friends,  a  charm- 
ing companion,  with  a  sense  of  humor  which  served  on  many 
occasions  to  relieve  the  often  necessary  drabness  of  every  day 
life.  He  never  failed  to  be  present  at  the  class  reunions  in 
New  York,  and  it  was  evident  that  he  genuinely  enjoyed  these 
meetings.  His  death  is  a  distinct  loss  to  the  Class — and  to 
Harvard.

The  first  two  years  out  of  college  I  spent  in  teaching  sciences 
in  the  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  High  School.  Then  followed  two 
years  in  the  Springfield.  Mass.,  High  School,  a  year  and  a  quar- 
ter in  I\Iontclair.  New  Jersey,  and  since  December.  1898.  in 
the  Dorchester  High  School.  Boston.  Massachusetts,  where  I 
have  been  head  of  the  Science  Department  since  1906.

I  spent  the  first  five  years  after  graduating  in  a  machine  shop 
and  various  cotton  mills  learning  cotton  manufacturing,  and 
tiie  next  four  with  Harding,  Whitman  and  Company.  In 
1902  bought  control  of  the  Lowell  Weaving  Company,  a  tire 
fabric  mill  and  settled  in  Lowell.  In  1908,  organized  the  War- 
ner Cotton  Mills  and  Leroy  Cotton  Mills,  spinning  mills,  and 
combined  the  three  into  the  Bay  State  Cotton  Corporation. 
Also  organized  Boston  Yarn  Company  as  commission  house. 
In  1909  helped  reorganize  the  Passaic  Cotton  Mills.  In  1910 
helped  organize  the  International  Cotton  Mills,  composed 
of  the  Consolidated  Cotton  Duck  Company,  Bay  State  Cot- 
ton Mills,  Boston  Yarn  Company,  and  two  Canadian  mills, 
I  being  manager  of  the  last  three.

I  left  College  to  study  geology  in  Germany.  Returned  to 
Harvard  (1895)  as  instructor  in  field  and  experimental  geology, 
took  a  doctor's  degree,  worked  summer  times  on  the  Geological 
Survey  in  western  mountains  and  deserts,  taught  field  summer 
schools,  taught  outside  in  "Wellesley  and  Tech,  became  Regent 
and   Assistant    Professor   at    Harvard    (1903)    and   then  went 
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over  to  Technology  as  Professor  and  Head  of  their  geological 
department  (1904).  During  this  experience  the  two  events  that 
I  now  prize  most  were  my  acquaintance  with  President  Eliot 
in  the  college  office  and  faculty,  and  a  trip  to  Martinique  in 
1902  that  decided  me  on  adopting  the  field  study  of  geophysics 
as  lifework.  I  became  interested  in  education  through  some 
association  with  the  university  extension  movement,  entitled 
"Massachusetts  College,"  an  institution  chartered  by  the  legis- 
lature, but  inoperative  through  lack  of  adequate  endowment. 

Numerous  expeditions  under  Harvard  and  Technology  to 
volcanic  lands  finally  landed  me  in  Hawaii  (1911)  and  brought 
about  the  founding  of  the  volcano  observatory  here,  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  corporation  known  as  the  Hawaiian  Volcano  Re- 
search Association,  and  the  joint  control  by  this  Association 
and  Technology  of  a  permanent  station  for  volcano  study.  In 
1919  by  voluntary  act  of  Congress  this  station  was  taken  over 
by  the  U.  S.  Weather  Bureau  and  volcano  recording  became 
a  new  activity  of  our  Government.  I  remained  in  charge  and 
the  Research  Association  now  supplements  the  Government 
work,  still  aided  generously  by  Technology,  in  experiments  and 
explorations.  We  assisted  in  founding  the  Hawaii  National 
Park,  and  have  made  investigations  of  the  lava  tide,  the  depth 
and  temperature  of  the  lava  lakes,  the  collection  and  analysis 
of  volcanic  gases,  underground  temperature  by  boring,  and  all 
the  earthquake  and  eruption  changes  recordable  during  twelve 
years.  In  1920  visited  New  Zealand  in  interests  of  the  Pan- 
Pacific  volcano  observatory  campaign. 

My  son  is  a  freshman  at  Washington  State  University  and 
my  daughter  is  in  school  at  San  Francisco.  The  boy  very  prop- 
erly wants  to  go  to  Harvard  for  professional  studies  and  his 
interests  are  commerce  and  shipping;  he  has  already  been 
assistant  engineer  on  a  power  plant  and  freight  clerk  on  a 
steamship  to  South  America. 

I  have  come  to  believe  that  the  most  vital  needs  of  the  world 
are  engineering  and  agriculture.  Hawaii  has  both  and  is  some- 
thing of  a  paradise.  These  things  are  the  fundamental,  out- 
door, human  aims  for  all  education.

During  this  period 
was  also  interested  in  study  of  social  questions,  and  was  one  of 
the  "Committee  of  Fifty  for  Investigation  of  the  Liquor  Prob- 
lem." (See  its  publications  by  Houghton.  Mifflin  &  Co.).  His 
leading  preoccupation,  however,  was  the  Welsh  movement  in  this 
country.  At  Marietta  he  worked  hard  to  establish  a  Cambrian 
■or  Welsh  professorship,  for  instruction  and  research  in  Welsh 
history,  literature,  and  art.  In  1901  he  became  secretary  of  the 
"Pan-Eacial  Institute,"  organized  at  Philadelphia  under  the 
auspices  of  David  Starr  Jordan,  Hugo  Munsterberg,  Jacob  A. 
^iis,  Theodore  S.  Woolsey,  and  others,  and  consisting  mainly 
of  a  Welsh  or  Cymric  department.

He  now  reports:  ''From  1912  to  1916  was  ranching  in  New 
Mexico,  associated  with  the  late  C.  J.  (Buffalo)  Jones,  than 
whom  no  one  is  generally  credited  with  having  achieved  more 
for  the  rescuing  of  the  American  bison  from  extinction.    Volun- 
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teered,  on  America's  entrance  into  the  War.  for  any  service 
deemed  qualified  to  render  in  either  Army  or  Na\y.  but  with 
negative  result.  Entered  the  overseas  service  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
and  sent  to  France.  Assigned  to  the  Cinema  Department  at 
Brest ;  transferred  to  the  Social  Hygiene  Department  and  as- 
signed to  lecture  at  'Post  Schools',  located  at  Bar-sur-Aube,  St. 
Joire.  and  other  points  in  France ;  transferred  to  Coblenz  and 
assigned  to  the  Second  Division  with  headquarters  at  Neuwied, 
finally  transferred  to  the  Third  Division  with  headquarters  at 
Andernach.  Returned  to  America  in  August.  1919,  and  took 
Lip  residence  at  New  York  City.  Since  concerned  largely  with 
the  elaboration  of  the  art  concept  of  life,  and  with  ways  and 
means  for  its  practical  expression  in  the  daily  affairs  of  exist- 
ence, indi\'idual  and  collective.  This  under  the  assumption  that 
""It  is  only  as  human  behavior  expresses  itself  in  terms  of  high 
art  that  life  at  its  best  can  come  into  being.'  This  approach 
to  life  and  its  problems  and  possibilities  has  received  the  earnest 
endorsement  of  many  of  the  most  eminent  thinkers  and  men 
and  women  of  practical  affairs  in  the  country,  and  has  resulted 
in  the  formation  of  'The  Greater  Art  League.'  "

Charles  Walter  Keyes,  the  third  son  of  Henry  Keyes  and 
Emma  Frances  Pierce,  was  born  at  Newton,  Massachusetts, 
January  16,  1871.  He  attended  Chauncey  Hall  School,  William 
Nichols'  private  school,  and  finished  his  preparation  at  Hop- 
kinson's  School,  entering  Harvard  as  a  Special  Student  in  the 
fall  of  1889.

From  the  early  part  of  1908  until  the  autumn  of  1910  I  was 
prevented  from  working  by  a  serious  illness.  I  passed  the  win- 
ter of  1908-1909  in  Colorado  and  California,  and  that  of  1909- 
1910  in  Egypt.  Before  this  and  up  to  and  including  1917,  I 
habitually  passed  my  summers  in  America.  Since  I  took  the 
responsibilities  of  the  tutorship,  it  has  been  impossible  for  me 
to  go  far  away  or  for  a  long  period.  The  word  "tutor"  does 
not  mean  here  what  it  did  to  us  in  our  undergraduate  days, 
and  this  is  an  illustration  of  the  truth  that  what  really  keeps 
England  and  America  apart  is  the  fact  of  having  a  common  lan- 
guage. 

The  five  years  that  have  elapsed  since  the  black  days  of 
March,  1918,  have  been  a  reconstruction  which  has  made  it 
clear  to  many  of  us  that  we  are  no  longer  even  middle-aged  men. 
There  are  moments  when  one  resents  that  and  is  tempted  to 
protest  that  though  old  one  is  not  yet  senile.  But  such  times 
are  rare  and  one  finds  that  there  is  still  a  great  deal  of  work 
to  be  done,  and  that  it  is  still  full  of  an  interest  and  even  an 
excitement  that  cannot  be  explained  to  people  who  have  not 
voluntarily  chosen  the  teaching  profession  and  stuck  to  it. 
When  one  is  in  sight  of  the  end  of  one's  active  life — I  shall  be 
superannuated  in  nine  years  time  if  I  live  so  long — it's  some 
thing,  indeed  it's  a  very  great  deal,  to  feel  that  I  have  kept  in 
pretty  close  relation  with  certain  Harvard  friends,  one  of  the 
closest,  as  is  fitting,  a  classmate.  Since  the  war  there  have 
been  many  of  the  younger  generation  here  and  some  of  them, 
including  all  the  scholars  who  have  come  on  Charles  Fiske's 
generous  foundation,  have  been  in  my  charge. 

I   am   not   married   and   I   do  not   expect   to  be— but   I   am 
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aware  that  the  world  contains  a  good  many  silly  women  and 
some  desperate  ones.  In  1920  the  University  adopted  a  statute 
making  it  possible  to  confer  the  full  degree  of  M.A.  upon  men 
who  like  myself  were  neither  qualified  to  incorporate  nor  hold- 
ing a  University  office.  Thereafter  they  took  me  before  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  who  made  an  honest  man  of  me.

The  first  six  years  after  graduation  I  spent  partly  in  the 
Graduate  School,  partly  in  getting  experience  in  teaching,  and 
partly  in  travel  in  Greece  and  Italy.

Upon  graduating  I  taught  history  and  economics  at  Bates 
College  in  1894-1895,  following  with  three  years  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania,  the  first  as  candidate  for  Ph.D.,  the 
last  two  as  Senior  Fellow  with  work  of  instruction  in  American 
history.  I  then  went  to  the  Library  of  Congress,  where  from 
1898  to  1907  I  was  engaged  in  arranging,  calendaring,  and 
editing  for  publication  historical  manuscripts.  After  1907  I 
was  busy  at  the  American  Antiquarian  Society  in  Worcester, 
doing  like  work  upon  the  manuscripts  of  that  institution  and 
supervising  the  publication  of  some  of  its  most  valuable  docu- 
ments until  the  autumn  of  1910.

My  time  for  the  first  five  years  out  of  college  was  divided 
pretty  evenly  between  my  church  work  and  seminary  and  grad- 
uate work.

My  professional  life  has  naturally  assumed  a  more  settled 
character  as  I  near  a  quarter-century  of  service  in  one  institu- 
tion, the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  although  an  increase  of 
students  from  around  3,000  to  nearly  15,000  has  made  some 
duties  more  exacting.  Most  of  my  teaching  is  still  in  the  Grad- 
uate School,  but  I  always  carry  a  load  of  administrative  work 
connected  with  the  college  and  with  our  departments  of  it. 
Public  lecturing  has  also  much  engaged  me  and  I  have  attended 
meetings  of  professional  societies  rather  faith fvilly.  Recently 
I  served  as  president  of  the  American  Philological  Association 
and  I  have  long  been  interested  in  our  other  national  societies. 
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the  Classical  League  and  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  Ameri- 
ca, being  vice-president  of  the  local  branch  of  the  latter.  Be- 
sides committee  and  council  work  in  these  I  have  had  similar  ac- 
tivities in  the  American  Philosophical  Society.  A  half  dozen 
other  social  and  professional  clubs  claim  some  of  my  time.  In 
1920-1921  I  served  as  a  professor  in  the  American  Academy  in 
Rome.  My  wife  and  I  found  our  temporary  home  upon  the 
Janiculum  so  wholly  happy  that  I  was  strongly  tempted  to 
make  it  permanent,  when  the  headship  of  the  Classical  School 
in  the  Academy  was  offered  me.  But  professional  and  social 
ties  in  America  were  too  strong  to  sever.  During  our  fifteen 
months  abroad,  I  spent  all  my  time  in  Greece  and  Italy,  and, 
after  so  many  visits,  the  land  of  the  ancient  Romans  seems  al- 
most a  second  home. 

Publications  in  English,  American  and  Italian  periodicals 
have  come  from  my  pen  when  possible  in  my  busy  life,  some 
of  a  popular  character,  others  technical.  A  book  is  about  to  be 
born — probably  a  still  birth — one  can  never  tell. 

Our  winter  house  affords  me  all  the  disagreeable  exercise  that 
I  want,  but  our  summer  cottage  at  the  water 's  edge  of  Martha 's 
Vineyard  gives  me  the  rowing,  swimming  and  canoeing  that  I 
have  always  loved.  It  is  there  and  during  my  explorations  of  the 
classic  lands  that  I  really  and  truly  live.

Originally  intended  to  study  literature  but  spent  1893-96 
in  the  Law  School,  In  1897-98  was  fifteen  months  prospecting 
with  Chew,  '93,  on  the  Copper  River,  Alaska ;  without  noticeable 
results  at  the  time,  though  it  afterwards  turned  out  that  we 
had  staked  claims  over  the  very  location  of  the  present  great 
Kennecott  Copper  Mines,  the  richest  in  the  world!  Of  course 
at  that  time  Alaska  was  mostly  known  as  a  fur  country  and 
with  the  experience  I  gained  there  I  entered  the  fur  business 
in  Boston  which  I  continued  for  several  years.  At  my  place 
at  Wells,  Maine,  I  became  interested  in  raising  standard  bred 
poultry,  and  gradually  built  up  the  largest  plant  of  its  kind 
in  the  State.  But  there  is  no  money  in  this  sort  of  thing  un- 
less managed  with  intelligence ;  and  I  found  that  though  during

Henry  Orlando  Marcy.  Jr..  was  borji  in  Cambridge,  Massa- 
chusetts, July  2nd,  1871.  the  son  of  Henry  Orlando  and  Sarah

active  practice,  has  been  one  of  Boston's  most  distinguished  sur- 
geons.

While  taking  a  course  at  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  he  was  elected  a  member 
of  the  Tech  chapter  of  the  D.  K.  E.  Fraternity.  He  entered 
into  the  spirit  of  this  fraternity  life  with  a  great  deal  of  zest 
and  endeared  himself  to  a  large  number  of  Tech  men  through 
this  association. 

On  May  15,  1909,  he  married  Eleanor  Hunnewell  Nichols  of 
Newton,  a  sister  of  our  former  classmate,  Howard  Gardner 
Nichols.  His  married  life  was  a  most  happy  one.  His  family 
and  his  home  were  all  in  all  to  him.  He  was  very  fond  of  Lake 
Placid  in  the  Adirondacks  and  it  was  his  custom  to  spend  his 
summers  with  his  family  at  their  beautiful  place  on  this  lake. 
There  he  had  as  near  neighbors  Secretary  Hughes  and  Chief 
Justice  White.  In  the  spring  of  1922  he  suffered  an  attack  of 
influenza  which  eventually  affected  his  heart  and  caused  a  se- 
vere anemia.  He  put  up  a  brave  fight  but  his  frail  body  was 
not  able  to  overcome  the  severe  infection  and  he  passed  away  on 
May  29,  1922.    His  wife  and  a  son  and  daughter  survive  him. 

One  could  not  be  thrown  much  with  Marcy  without  discern- 
ing the  strength  of  principle  and  the  high  ideals  which  actuated 
his  life.  He  was  an  active  member  of  the  Old  South  Congrega- 
tional Church.  His  pastor,  Dr.  George  A.  Gordon,  in  a  per- 
sonal letter,  tells  how  highly  he  was  regarded  in  this  church. 
We  have  lost  a  most  loyal  classmate,  and  one  who  leaves  a  me- 
morial of  high  esteem.

I  smoke  and  drink,  and  had  an  unmitigated  respect  for  the 
Constitution  before  it  became  diluted.  Architecture  is  my  long 
suite.  It  is  the  finest  profession  in  the  category,  next  to  lauding 
oneself.  As  a  student,  I  have  always  been  a  shining  success  if 
failure  to  acquire  a  single  degree  has  any  merit  attached  to  it.  I 
have  practised  architecture  in  St.  Louis,  London,  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Honolulu.  Some  of  the  things  which  I  have  done 
are  already  indelibly  recorded  in  the  Class  Reports,  but  the  ex- 
tent to  which  my  clients  have  been  done,  has,  for  the  general 
good  of  the  Class,  been  kept  out  of  its  records. 

I  write  frequently  on  things  Architectural,  in  fact,  too  fre- 
quently, in  the  opinion  of  my  contemporaries;  but  a  habit  once 
acquired  takes  more  strength  of  will-power  to  resist  than  I  care 
to  possess.  "Writing  is  fun,  if  done  seriously ;  and  awful,  if 
done  funnily.  I  am  a  recognized  authority  on  the  latter,  and 
therefore  always  write  seriously. 

My  family  has  been  increased  by  one,  since  the  last  report 
of  three.    This  one  is  another  male,  a  Boston  bull-terrier,  which 
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is  the  nearest  point  attained  by  myself,  thus  far,  to  being  the 
proud  possessor  of  a  Harvard  offspring.  My  eldest  son  will 
probably  get  his  degrees  this  year.  He  has  tried  three  univer- 
sities, and  has  found  them  all  below  the  exalted  mark  set  by 
what  he  heard  his  father  say  about  Harvard,  when  I  thought 
he  wasn't  listening.

After  leaving  Cambridge  Nichols  studied  medicine  at  the 
Johns  Hopkins  Medical  School,  graduating  in  June,  1897,  at 
the  head  of  his  class  and  being  appointed  to  a  fellowship  in 
pathology.  He  remained  at  Johns  Hopkins  another  year,  work- 
ing under  Dr.  Welch,  and  then  went  to  Berlin  for  further 
study.  In  the  spring  of  1900  while  in  England,  where  he  had 
gone  intending  to  work  in  the  London  hospitals,  he  developed 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  from  which  he  suffered  all  the  rest  of 
his  life. 

The  next  few  years  were  chiefly  spent  in  Switzerland,  Col- 
orado and  Arizona.  While  in  Arizona  he  met  Dr.  Edward  L. 
Trudeau  of  Saranac  Lake,  New  York,  and  at  his  suggestion 
went  there  in  August,  1903,  to  engage  in  research  work  con- 
nected with  tuberculosis.  In  the  spring  of  1905  he  again  went 
abroad,  spending  the  following  winter  in  Egypt,  and  in  August, 
1906,  he  returned  to  Saranac  Lake,  bought  a  house  and  except 
for  occasional  absences  (including  a  short  wedding  trip  to 
Europe  in  1910)  lived  there  until  his  death,  which  occurred  on 
June  17,  1918,  after  a  brief  acute  attack  of  tubercular  cerebral 
meningitis.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  by  his  mother,  Mrs. 
Bellamy  Storer,  and  a  sister,  married  to  the  Marquis  de  Cham- 
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brun,  a  descendant  of  Lafayette  and  a  prominent  member  of 
the  French  Chamber  of  Deputies. 

Nichols  never  practised  medicine.  He  always  intended  to 
devote  himself  to  research  and  for  a  number  of  years  after 
settling  in  Saranac  Lake  he  worked  regularly  in  the  laboratory, 
where  he  showed  marked  ability.  But  his  interests  were  not 
confined  to  research  and  he  gave  much  time  to  public  and  phil- 
anthropic work,  being  at  the  time  of  his  death  president  of 
the  Saranac  Lake  General  Hospital,  treasurer  of  the  Society 
for  the  Control  of  Tuberculosis,  a  director  of  the  Boys'  Club, 
and  a  vestryman  of  St.  Luke's  Church.  He  gave  much  to  the 
community  in  which  he  lived  and  in  return  was  universally 
respected  and  loved, 

Co«ipelled  to  spend  so  many  years  in  practical  exile,  Nichols 
never,  even  to  his  most  intimate  friends,  uttered  a  word  of 
complaint  or  regret.  He  cheerfully  accepted  the  limitations 
imposed  by  his  health,  and  led  a  useful,  and  (especially  from 
the  time  of  his  marriage)  a  happy  life.  Of  an  unusually 
lovable  nature,  he  inspired  the  warmest  friendships ;  and  his 
death,  coming  the  day  before  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  re- 
union of  '93,  was  a  great  shock  to  his  classmates  and  was  felt 
by  many  as  an  irreparable  personal  loss.

Cornered  at  last  by  the  Indefatigable  One,  informed  that 
^'to-morrow''  is  positively  the  last  call,  realizing  that  "to- 
morrow" creeps  on  apace  (a  fast  pace),  I,  too,  must  attend 
the  confessional  and  reveal  in  "three  hundred  words"  to  him 
who  runs  (if  he  can  be  held  long  enough)  a  life  of  dire  events 
and  blood-curdling  incidents.

After  nearly  a  year  (1893-1894)  in  the  Harvard  Medical 
School  I  was  obliged  to  leave  because  of  ill-health  and  bad  eyes. 
A  final  operation  for  cataract  gave  me  what  vision  I  have  since 
had  after  which  I  decided  to  abandon  medicine  and  take  up  the 
study  of  modern  languages  which  had  been  my  main  interest  in 
college.  Accordingly  I  went  to  Europe  in  November,  1894,  and 
studied  at  Leipsig,  Heidelberg,  and  Paris,  securing  my  Ph.D. 
at  Heidelberg  in  March,  1899.  I  travelled  extensively  in  North- 
ern Europe  during  vacations,  mostly  by  bicycle.  One  of  these 
trips,  in  the  summer  of  1896,  was  with  Friedman,  "93,  in  Eng- 
land and  Scotland.  Returning  to  America  I  served  one  year 
(1899-1900)  at  the  University  of  Michigan  as  instructor  in 
French,  then  at  "Western  Reserve  University  College  for 
Women  for  three  years,  coming  finally  as  Professor  of  Romance

and  find  myself  among  the  veterans  of  this  faculty,  on  the  first 
page  of  the  list  of  instructors.  This  long  service  has  been  twice 
interrupted.  In  1910-1911  I  was  oif  for  my  first  sabbatical, 
dividing  the  time  between  Finland,  Germany,  France,  England, 
and  Switzerland.  My  wife  and  children  were  along  also,  and  we 
visited  relatives  in  Finland  and  Germany.  In  1915-1916  I 
served  in  Belgium  and  Northern  France  with  the  Commission 
for  Relief  in  Belgium.  This  was  a  trying  but  most  interesting 
experience ;  interesting  because  I  was  behind  the  German  lines, 
a  witness  to  a  military  despotism  in  Belgium,  and  trying  be- 
cause I  was  for  several  months  unable  to  get  word  from  my  fam- 

iiy. 

We  have  a  little  summer  home  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Hamlin, 
near  Ludington,  Michigan,  and  have  been  going  up  there  the 
past  eleven  years.  My  chief  avocations  are  amateur  acting  with 
the  Players'  Club,  a  faculty  organization,  attendance  at  the 
monthly  meetings  of  our  local  Harvard  Club,  and  the  many 
duties  of  a  trustee  of  the  Urbana  Unitarian  Church.  Otherwise 
my  life  is  the  quiet  one  of  a  teacher,  full  of  pleasant  contacts 
with  colleagues  and  with  the  never-ending  stream  of  college 
youth.  I  do  not  feel  a  bit  older  as  the  years  pass,  and  ascribe 
this  in  largest  measure  to  the  spirit  of  youth  all  about  me.  Can

Only  an  inconsequential  note  to  the  foregoing.  Very  little 
happens  to  a  teacher  after  he  has  achieved  his  professorship, 
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beyond  the  routine  of  his  studies  and  the  drama  of  seeing  his 
children  through  college.  He  is  certain  of  lean  fare  when  he 
retires,  years  hence,  but  he  generously  permits  his  wife  to  do 
whatever  worrying  needs  to  be  done  on  that  score,  while  he 
takes  refuge  in  the  doctrine  of  compensations.  He  has  not  made 
much  stir  in  the  world,  but  he  likes  to  think  of  himself  as  more 
or  less  a  philosophical  spectator  of  the  curious  ways  of  men, 
and  discovers  satisfaction  in  an  assumed  intellectual  superiority. 
Thank  God.  at  any  rate,  we  teachers  are  not  as  the  Philistines, 
who  believe  whatever  the  newspapers  would  have  them  believe. 
It  may  be  only  a  defense  mechanism  against  professorial 
salaries,  but  I  prefer  to  regard  it  as  a  pedagogic  form  of  that 
romance  which  the  ingenious  Mr.  Cabell  would  have  us  believe 
is  so  necessary  to  human  happiness.  I  often  wonder  what  be- 
comes of  the  fine  young  men  and  women  who  annually  make 
their  cheerful  plunge  into  the  outside  scramble.  Some  of  them 
turn  out  Babbitts.  I  suppose,  in  spite  of  our  warnings ;  but  not 
all  I  am  sure.  There  is  far  more  intellectual  ferment  among  the 
better  undergraduates  today  than  there  was  in  our  provincial 
time,  and  a  goodly  number  of  keen,  well-trained  minds  now  go 
out  to  help  leaven  the  American  lump.  I  never  fail  to  point  out 
to  my  Yale  colleagues  that  of  the  younger  American  intel- 
lectuals who  are  heckling  the  self-righteous  today,  more  have 
come  out  of  Harvard  than  from  all  the  other  universities ;  and 
I  take  pleasure  in  rubbing  the  fact  in.  Ninety-three  has  con- 
tributed somewhat  conspicuously  to  the  great  game  through 
Villard  and  The  Nation.  He  is  the  only  member  of  our  class 
whom  I  really  envy.  What  a  gorgeous  time  he  must  have,  lay- 
ing on  at  every  smug  and  shoddy  respectability  that  crosses  his 
path !    And  I  get  my  fun  out  of  it  rooting  from  the  bleachers.

My  record  from  college  to  the  Sixth  Report  may  be  summar- 
ized in  a  very  few  words.  I  lived  the  life  of  a  student  under 
limitations  imposed  by  a  persisting  condition  of  imperfect 
health.  The  significant  events  were  those  set  down  chronologi- 
cally above.  There  was  little  more  to  write  about  in  the  quarter 
of-a-century.  Clarke  University  gave  me  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Philosophy  in  1899 ;  I  taught  three  years  in  the  West ;  returned 
to  Clark  as  lecturer  (1904-1906)  ;  and  wrote  a  few  books. 

Despite  all  secretarial  encouragement,  the  five  years  just  past 
must  be  entered  as  "the  same  continued."  The  publication  of 
"The  Psychology  of  Nations,"  in  1919  is  the  only  evidence  of 
activity  recently.  I  have  been  collaborating  with  another  man 
in  writing  a  book  that  is  not  yet  finished;  and  what  I  still  re- 
gard as  my  "contribution"  to  philosophy  lies  in  manuscript. 
Publishers  say  they  would  like  to  put  their  imprint  on  it,  etc.,^ 
but  up  to  present  writing,  for  certain  business  reasons,  they 
decline  the  honor.  The  only  item  to  be  added  is  that  I  have 
moved  to  Boston,  and  there  (with  my  wife)  have  entered  the 
field  of  psychological  practice.

After  leaving  college,  I  went  to  Johns  Hopkins  for  graduate 
work  in  modern  languages.  Then  and  later,  spent  considerable 
time  abroad  in  France,  Germany,  England,  Italy  and  so  on,  most 
of  the  time  in  study  at  the  leading  universities  there.  My 
father  was  anxious  that  I  should  be  a  professor — particularly  a 
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professor  at  Harvard.  But  the  preparation  was  a  good  one,  too, 
for  journalism,  which  was  my  choice.  I  took  up  this  profession 
and  earned  ray  first  money  as  a  reporter  on  the  Figaro  in  Paris. 

Returnins:  home.  I  engaged  for  a  short  time  in  newspaper 
work  in  New  York  City.  Then  became  Managing  Editor  of 
Harper's  Weekly  at  the  time  Colonel  George  Harvey  was  the 
Editor.

ing and  Adjutant-General  Davis,  was  used  for  the  purpose,  we 
were  enabled  to  send  home  several  hundred  thousand  letters 
and  cables  to  the  fathers  and  mothers  at  home. 

After  the  war  I  returned  for  a  short  time  to  the  Cosmopoli- 
tan ;  but  after  about  a  year  I  gave  up  the  routine  work  and  at 
the  present  time  am  amusing  myself — and  earning  a  little  money 
for  my  family — by  "free-lancing"  and  "literary  advising."

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I  started  in  business  the  day  I  got  back  to  Chicago,  at  the 
Libby  Glass  Works  at  the  Chicago  World's  Fair.  After  gaining 
a  fair  insight  into  the  glass  business  and  finding  that  it  was 
on  the  wane,  I  went  into  the  telephone  business,  serving  the 
Chicago  Telephone  Company  from  the  bottom  of  the  ladder  to 
manager. 

Circumstances  brought  my  family  to  New  York  just  before 
the  Spanish  War,  and  I  came  East  also  and  went  into  the  news- 
paper business,  starting  on  the  Sunday  New  York  World,  and 
occupying  positions  on  the  Journal,  the  Herald,  the  Mail  and  Ex- 
press, ranging  from  reporter  to  news  editor,  etc.  This  work 
lasted  for  about  five  years.

I  was  in  the  Divinity  School  of  the  University  two  years  after 
graduation.  Held  pastorates  in  Derby,  Connecticut,  Rowe  and 
Montague,  Massachusetts,  for  the  next  ten  years.

Since  last  report  mostly  engaged  in  gradual  acquisition  for  a 
British  Company  of  gold-bearing  property  at  and  about  Ok- 
hotsk on  the  Pacific  Coast  of  Siberia.  As  the  district  has  been 
constantly  in  a  zone  of  revolution  and  civil  war,  many  difficulties 
have  been  experienced,  but  we  appear  to  be  over  the  worst  of 
them.

west  coast  of  main  Island.  Last  summer  visited  the  Usatonai 
district  of  North  Hokkaido,  in  the  Ainu  country,  and  the  gold 
and  platinum  placers  of  the  Uriu  district,  in  Central  Hokkaido. 
Since  1918,  mining  engineers  who  attempt  to  deal,  as  I  do, 
with  the  sources  of  non-ferrous  metals,  feel  that  they  have  been 
living  in  a  rather  purposeless  backwater,  and  several  have 
adopted  other  occupations  quite  unrelated  to  mining.  Today 
there  seems  a  slight  improvement  in  the  demand  for  metals  and 
some  reduction  in  the  cost  of  mining. 

The  profession  which  I  adopted  thirty  years  ago,  first  that  of 
geologist  and  finally  that  of  appraising  engineer  of  mines,  has 
been  enjoyable  and  profitable  in  the  best  sense.  There  has  been 
no  financial  success  worth  mentioning,  nor  desire  for  such. 
Possibly  it  is  not  a  "gainful"  occupation  as  card-indexed. 
That  does  not  worry  me.  To  be  a  spectator  at  the  pageant  of 
humanity,  to  observe  the  marts  and  peoples  of  the  world,  to  be 
sufficiently  in  touch  with  affairs  to  avoid  becoming  the  theoreti- 
cal dryasdust,  and  to  have  enough  of  earth-science  to  read  with 
keen  enjoyment  the  parched  desert  or  the  snowy  sierra,  these 
are  the  privileges  of  the  engineer  who  elects  to  take  the  world 
for  his  oyster,  and  to  open  it. 

One  can  recommend  this  profession.  (Incidentally  one's 
weight  appears  to  remain  the  same  as  in  college).  But  the  slight 
lifting  of  the  veil  on  the  hidden  mysteries  of  the  vast  continent 
of  Asia  is  like  the  cup  of  Tantalus.  Truly  can  one  say  with 
Ulysses:  .  .  . 

"All  experience  is  an  arch,  wherethrough 

Gleams  that  untravelled  world,  whose  margin  fades 

For  ever  and  for  ever  when  I  move."

Motte  Alston  Read  died  at  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  July 
12,  1920,  from  weakening  of  the  heart  superinduced  by  many 
years'  acute  suffering  from  arthritis.  He  was  born  at  Augusta, 
Georgia,  June  20,  1872,  of  William  Melvin  and  Jane  Ladson 
(Alston)  Read.  On  both  sides  he  came  from  old  Southern  stock. 
The  Reads  were  from  Charlotte  County,  Virginia ;  his  father 
served  with  Lee  in  the  Civil  War  and  later  became  a  famous 
cotton  merchant,  receiving  the  very  unusual  honor  of  election 
to  the  Liverpool  Cotton  Exchange.  His  mother  was  the  daugh- 
ter of  Jacob  Motte  Alston,  of  Charleston,  of  the  family  which 
included  the  painter,  Washington  Alston  (H.  C.  1800).  Motte 's 
health  was  always  delicate,  and  he  was  sent  North  to  school  at 
Germantown  Academy,  near  Philadelphia.  Thence  he  entered 
Harvard  in  1889  as  a  special  student  in  the  Lawrence  Scientific 
School,  taking  courses  in  geology  until  1893.  On  leaving  Cam- 
bridge his  health  compelled  him  to  spend  three  years  on  a  Texas 
cattle  ranch,  which  he  managed  himself — an  experience  which 
he  always  rated  as  ecjual  in  value  to  his  college  course.  He  then 
went  to  Europe  and  till  1901  was  engaged  in  further  study  at 
Munich  and  in  geological  excursions  throughout  the  Continent, 
his  chief  publication  being  "Gastropods  of  the  Volcanic  Tuff  of 
the  Seisser  Alp."  For  the  next  two  years  he  was  instructor  in 
geology  at  Harvard,  taking  his  degree  of  S.B.  in  1902  as  of 
1893.  He  was  also  appointed  instructor  in  physiography  at  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  His  painful  disease  had 
already'  fastened  upon  him,  however,  and  now  forced  him  to 
return  to  out-of-door  life  in  Texas.  But  his  devotion  to  scien- 
tific research  never  wavered,  and  later  he  removed  to  Washing- 
ton, where  he  had  full  facilities  for  it.  In  1909  he  took  up 
permanent  residence  in  Charleston  and  was  elected  to  the  chair 
of  biology  and  geology  in  the  College  of  Charleston,  a  position 
his  increasing  infirmity  never  allowed  him  to  fill.  Confined  to 
his  own  library — although  his  productiveness  became  daily  more 
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limited  by  pain  and  loss  of  physical  powers — he  continued  his 
work  in  physiography  and  paleontology,  taking  also  a  deep  in- 
terest in  heredity,  especially  as  shown  in  the  development  of 
the  old  families  of  Virginia  and  the  Carolinas.  He  left  some 
four  hundred  note  books  filled  with  the  results  of  his  studies 
along  this  line,  which  he  hoped  to  put  together  as  a  history  of 
the  Colonial  families  of  South  Carolina.  His  inherited  taste  in 
art  was  highly  developed.  He  had  great  skill  with  his  pencil, 
and  his  college  note  books  are  full  of  exquisite  drawings  of 
specimens.  He  made  a  fine  collection  of  Japanese  color  prints. 
Read's  mind  was  always  alert  and  active.  He  was  vivacious, 
enthusiastic,  optimistic,  and  through  his  long  years  of  suffering 
and  disappointments  as  to  his  health,  which  forced  him  to  give 
up  one  opportunity  after  another,  he  kept  up  his  spirits  and 
worked  at  intellectual  pursuits  whenever  it  was  physically  possi- 
TdIo  for  him  to  do  so.  He  made  a  delightful  companion  and 
guest.  With  his  infectious  enthusiasm,  ready  laugh  and  well 
stocked  memory  he  was  a  capital  story-teller,  and  his  graphic 
descriptions  of  ranch  life,  student  days  in  Munich,  and  travel, 
are  a  vivid  recollection  of  his  many  friends  and  pupils.  He 
never  married,  but  the  devoted  care  of  his  mother  did  all  that 
could  be  done  to  make  his  life  happy.  Her  death  occurred  only 
a  short  time  before  his  own.  His  loyalty  to  his  friends,  and  his 
fortitude  under  suffering,  make  a  memory  of  a  tragic  life  nobly 
l)orne.

A  plea  for  a  sketch  of  three  hundred  words  from  and  about 
a  man  who  can  tell  it  in  as  few  words  as  are  usually  employed 
in  a  standard  epitaph  on  a  tombstone,  fills  me  with  grave  mis- 
givings as  to  whether  or  not  my  wind  will  last  until  I  write  the 
final  syllable. 

But  here  goes  I  From  1893  to  1897  I  studied  law  in  the  office 
of  my  father  then  residing  in  Helena.  ]\Iontana.  Immediately 
after  my  admission  to  practice  my  profession  I  entered  the  Xa- 
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tional  Guard  of  my  state,  and,  almost  overnight,  found  myself 
as  a  Battalion  Adjutant  in  the  First  Montana  Infantiy,  U.  S. 
v.,  on  my  way  to  the  Philippine  Islands  to  do  my  bit  in  the 
Spanish-American  War.

Huntington  Saville  was  born  in  Boston,  November  9,  1870. 
His  father  was  Henry  Martyn  Saville,  a  physician  and  a  grad- 
uate of  Amherst  in  the  class  of  1853.  His  mother's  maiden 
name  was  Antoinette  Hale  Carruth.  He  went  to  St.  Paul 's,  but 
entered  Harvard  College  in  the  class  of  '93  from  Hopkinson's 
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School.  After  graduation  witli  his  class  at  Harvard  he  entered 
the  Law  School  and  received  his  LL.B.  in  1896.  Upon  gradu- 
ating from  the  Law  School  he  immediately  became  associated 
with  the  firm  of  Shattuck  and  Monroe,  of  Boston,  where  he 
stayed  until  the  dissolution  of  that  firm  on  acount  of  the  death 
of  the  senior  members  in  1905.  In  partnership  with  Albert 
M.  Chandler,  Harvard  1900,  Huntington  Saville  took  charge 
of  most  of  the  legal  work  that  had  occupied  the  old  firm.  And 
the  supervision  of  many  large  estates  that  had  been  handled 
by  Shattuck  and  Monroe  became  his  personal  .work.  This 
partnership  was  maintained  until  just  prior  to  his  death.  On 
May  22,  1900,  he  married  Anne  Pierce  Whittier,  who  survives 
him. 

To  an  unusual  degree  Huntington  Saville  was  interested  in 
increasing  the  happiness  of  his  fellow  men.  Nearly  all  his 
leisure  time  was  devoted  to  public  work  of  one  kind  or  another. 
Immediately  after  leaving  Law  School  he  took  an  active  part  in 
Cambridge  politics.  He  was  an  enthusiastic  supporter  of  the 
party  that  advocated  good  government.  His  devotion  to  his 
religious  organization  and  to  many  forms  of  church  work  was 
not  from  fanatical  zeal  nor  for  personal  reasons,  but  was  be- 
cause he  believed  that  the  country  and  the  world  would  be 
happier  when  the  ideals  that  his  church  organization  was  try- 
ing to  achieve  were  realized.  His  very  efficient  support  of  the 
National  Guard,  which  won  him  the  rank  of  Captain  (Company 
M.  12th  Eegiment,  M.  V.  M.)  was  not  primarily  because  he  was 
interested  in  fighting,  but  because  he  wished  to  do  his  share  on 
the  side  that  he  believed  to  stand  for  human  progress  in  the 
great  struggle  that  was  convulsing  the  world  at  that  time. 
Those  who  knew  him  well  realized  that  fighting  from  the  mere 
joy  of  combat  played  a  very  small  part  in  his  character.  Even 
in  his  legal  profession  he  preferred  the  care  of  estates — con- 
servation of  property — to  a  career  devoted  primarily  to  litiga- 
tion. 

To  all  these  activities  he  gave  his  whole  strength,  both  phys- 
ical and  mental,  which  was  perhaps  a  contributing  cause  of 
his  untimely  death.  The  amount  of  time  and  energ>'  that  Hunt- 
ington Saville  gave  to  his  church  organization  is  well  illustrat- 
ed by  the  following  list  of  positions  that  ho  held:  Secretary 
and  later  President  of  the  Episcopalian  Club  of  Massachusetts ; 
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member  of  the  Diocesan  Convention ;  treasurer  of  tlie  Boston 
City  Mission ;  delegate  to  the  General  Convention ;  and  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  The  Churchman.  In  addition 
to  these  regiilar  duties  he  was  exceedingly  successful  as  an 
organizer  of  many  financial  campaigns  for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and 
for  church  purposes.  Too  many  times  such  strict  devotion  to 
a  cause  is  accompanied  by  fanatical  characteristics.  But  it 
was  Huntington's  tolerance  that  won  for  him  the  affection  of 
intimate  friends  who  held  views  that  were  at  variance  with 
those  principles  that  he  considered  were  of  fundamental  im- 
portance.

The  first  three  years  after  leaving  college,  or  graduation,  I 
devoted  to  graduate  study  in  geology  and  helping  teach  geology 
at  Harvard.  In  1896  I  entered  the  service  of  the  United  States 
Geological  Survey,  specializing  in  mining  geology,  in  which 
professional  work  I  have  since  travelled  widely,  visiting  nearly 
all  parts  of  Alaska,  the  United  States  and  portions  of  Canada, 
the  North  Territory  and  Mexico.  The  next  six  years,  1896- 
1902,  I  devoted  to  making  reconnaissance  surveys  and  explora- 
tory examinations  of  the  geology  and  ore  deposits  or  mineral 
resources  in  nearly  all  parts  of  Alaska,  including  the  Arctic 
Coast,  the  first  expedition  being  made  with  Spurr,  '93,  as  head 
and  Goodrich,  '92.  The  remaining  twenty-one  years,  1902- 
1923,  I  devoted  nearly  all  to  mining  geology  and  allied  work, 
mainly  in  the  mountainous  portion  of  the  western  United 
States,  including  nearly  all  States  lying  between  Mexico  and 
Canada.  The  last  fifteen  years  includes  also  extensive  examina- 
tion of  mines  and  properties  in  connection  with  Government 
land  classification  work  for  various  departments  of  the  Govern- 
ment, including  the  Forest  Service,  the  General  Land  Office, 
the  Post  Office,  the  Indian  Office,  and  the  Department  of  Jus- 
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tice.  In  this  work  I  have  been  chief  examiner  and  chief  witness 
in  giving  testimony  on  the  same  in  the  Federal  Courts  in  many 
leading  cities  of  the  United  States,  including  New  York,  Chi- 
cago, Spokane.  Durango,  Denver,  Washington.  Cleveland,  and 
Santa  Fe.  I  also  testified  on  mineral  lands  in  Alaska  and  the 
adjacent  Northwest  Territory,  and  recommended  methods  for 
examining  certain  remotely  situated  frontier  lands  on  the  head- 
waters of  the  Amazon  in  South  America.  During  the  Great 
World  War  my  entire  attention  was  given  to  the  investigation 
of  ore  deposits  of  much-needed  war  metals,  notably  man- 
ganese, pyrites,  and  quicksilver,  mostly  in  the  South  and  South- 
west, and  since  the  war  I  have  prepared  reports  on  them.  Since 
the  war  or  during  the  last  five  years  my  chief  task  has  been  the 
prosecution  of  field  and  oifice  work  on  numerous  mining  camps 
in  Nevada,  on  two  of  which  a  report  entitled,  "The  Jarbidge 
Mining  District"  is  now^  in  press.  In  this  period  I  also  pre- 
pared current  reports  on  the  mineral  resources  of  the  United 
States,  my  specialty  being  antimony.

Edgar  Scott  was  born  at  Philadelphia  October  17.  1S71,  the 
son  of  Anna  Dike  Riddle  and  Thomas  Alexander  Scott,  for 
many  years  president  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad.  He  was 
educated  at  Farnboro",  England,  and  at  Groton  School,  where 
he  was  editor  of  the  school  paper  and  played  on  the  football 
team.  He  came  to  Harvard  with  our  class  in  the  autumn  of 
1889,  leaving  college  in  his  junior  year.  In  1893,  with  his 
nephew  Hugh  and  his  friends  Sherrard  Billings  and  "Warwick 
Potter,  he  travelled  around  the  world,  and  on  his  return  settled 
down  to  th^  study  of  law  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
For  two  years,  from  1897  to  1899,  he  served  as  second  secretary 
of  the  American  Embassy  in  Paris. 

Scott  was  married  in  1898  to  Mary  Howard  Sturgis.  daugh- 
ter of  Robert  S.  Sturgis  of  Boston,  and  they  had  four  children. 
Edgar.  Warwick  Potter,  Anna  Dike  and  Susan  Brimmer  Stur- 
gis. During  the  years  that  followed,  he  lived  mainly  at  Lans- 
downe,  near  Philadelphia,  passing  his  summers  in  Bar  Har- 
bor, yacht  racing,  riding,  and  playing  tennis,  entering  into 
all  these  games  with  great  zest  and  enjoyment. 

When  our  country-  began  to  prepare  for  war  in  1915,  he  was 
among  the  first  to  volunteer  for  the  military  training  camp  at 
Plattsburg.  Into  this  work  he  threw  himself  with  a  fine  energy, 
setting  a  notable  example  of  steadiness  and  perseverance,  and 
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showing,  as  all  of  us  who  were  there  with  him  well  remember, 
an  unusual  aptitude  for  soldiering.  So  it  followed  quite  natur- 
ally that  in  the  spring  of  1917  when  the  United  States  had 
finally  joined  the  allies  in  the  great  war.  Scott  and  his  elder 
son  Edgar,  between  whom  there  was  a  rare  understanding  and 
affection,  went  to  France  as  members  of  one  of  the  American 
Ambulance  units.  He  was  later  transferred  to  the  Norton- 
Harjes  Ambulance  Corp.*  and  served  very  efficiently  in  an 
executive  capacity  at  the  Paris  office  until  the  ambulance  ser- 
vice was  taken  over  by  the  army.  After  this  he  was  for  a 
short  period  a  liaison  officer  of  the  R^ed  Cross.  During  all  his 
ambulance  and  Red  Cross  work,  his  ambition  to  be  in  the  army 
had  been  very  keen,  and  it  was  a  great  happiness  to  him  when 
in  Febraary  of  the  next  year  he  was  commissioned  first  lieuten- 
ant and  appointed  aide  to  Major  General  Andre  Brewster,  in- 
spector-general of  the  American  Expeditionaiy  Force,  with 
headquarters  at  Chaumont. 

From  the  first  his  service  was  of  a  high  order :  his  knowl- 
edge of  the  French  language,  his  accuracy  and  thoroughness. 
his  initiative  and  keen  enthusiasm  all  combined  to  make  him 
a  valuable  staff-officer,  so  much  so  that  in  August.  191S.  he  was 
taken  into  the  inspector-general's  department  and  given  the 
rank  of  major.  His  work  was  extremely  varied,  and  covered 
the  expediting  of  the  transportation  of  men  and  supplies,  the 
application  to  newly  arrived  divisions  of  the  successful  results 
achieved  in  earlier  ones,  and  the  investigation  of  complaints 
from  all  sources.  It  meant  long  nerve-racking  days  with  great 
responsibility,  and  here  again  Scott  distinguished  himself  sig- 
nally, as  two  very  touching  letters  from  his  superior  officers 
show.  General  Brewster  writes  of  his  hard  and  unselfish  work 
and  of  the  impossibility  of  ever  filling  his  place,  while  Briga- 
dier General  Malin  Craig.  Chief  of  Staff'  of  the  First  Corps, 
emphasizes  his  effectiveness  and  his  utter  disregard  of  himself 
while  there  was  work  to  do.  But  unceasing  work,  with  insuffi- 
cient sleep  during  nights  passed  in  damp,  unhealthy  billets 
combined  to  cause  a  severe  strain,  under  which  his  health  finally 
broke  down,  and  which  ultimately  caused  his  death  at  Chau- 
mont on  the  20th  of  October.  Here  he  was  buried  in  the  Amer- 
ican eemeteiy  with  full  military  honours. 

Edgar  Scott  gave  his  life  for  his  countrv.  and  we  who  are 
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his  classmates  and  who  knew  him  are  glad  that  he  found  such  a 
happy  fulfillment  of  his  life ;  and  we  shall  ever  be  proud  of  the 
example  that  he  left  behind  him  of  patriotic  service  and  un- 
swervino;  devotion  to  duty.

Harry  Edward  Sears  died  suddenly  at  Beverly,  Oct.  20,  1920. 
He  was  born  at  Boston,  April  11,  1870,  the  son  of  Edward 
Shailer  Sears  and  Belle  Wagner.  He  came  of  an  old  family  of  . 
Cape  Codders,  descended  from  Richard  Sears,  of  the  Plymouth 
Colony.  He  entered  Harvard  in  1889  from  the  Boston  Latin 
School.  He  was  a  brilliant  scholar,  and  completed  the  necessary 
eighteen  courses  in  three  years,  but  preferred  to  take  his  de- 
gree in  1893,  so  spent  the  fourth  year  in  beginning  work  at  the 
Medical  School,  having  always  wished  to  be  a  doctor.  He  was 
thus  able  to  take  him  M.D.  in  1896,  cum  laude.  For  the  next 
eighteen  months  he  was  a  house  surgeon  at  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital. He  then  entered  practice  at  Dorchester,  but  almost  im- 
mediately relinquished  it  to  enlist  for  the  Spanish  War  as  act- 
ing assistant  surgeon,  stationed  first  at  Montauk  Point  and  then 
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at  San  Juan,  Porto  Rico.  After  recovering  from  an  attack  of 
army  typhoid  he  opened  an  office  at  Beverly,  which  thencefor- 
ward became  his  home.  Besides  attending  to  a  large  general 
practice  he  was  secretary  of  the  Essex  (South  District)  Medical 
Society,  surgeon  at  the  Beverly  Hospital,  associate  medical  ex- 
aminer for  the  Seventh  Essex  District,  censor  and  councilor  in 
the  Massachusetts  Medical  Society,  and  examiner  for  several  life 
insurance  companies.  Among  his  avocations  he  was  an  expert 
shot,  and  in  1912  was  a  member  of  the  United  States  Revolver 
Team  at  the  Olympiad  in  Stockholm,  winning  a  gold  medal  and 
wreath.  When  this  country  entered  the  Great  War  he  obtained 
a  commission  (July  16,  1917)  as  Captain  in  the  Medical  Corps, 
and  enlisted  and  organized  Field  Hospital  No.  30,  of  which  he 
was  made  commanding  officer  early  in  1918.  In  June  he  sailed 
with  his  outfit  (practically  all  from  Norwood  and  Beverly)  for 
France,  and  was  present  at  the  opening  of  the  St.  Mihiel  Drive. 
In  September  he  was  promoted  to  Major,  and  in  October  was  as- 
signed to  Evacuation  Hospital  No.  1,  at  Toul,  close  behind  the 
American  lines.  In  May,  1919,  he  was  promoted  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  and  ordered  home.  Unfortunately  he  had  contracted 
stomach  trouble,  which  necessitated  an  operation  the  following 
May,  and  which  finally  affected  his  mind.  He  will  be  remem- 
bered as  an  able  and  devoted  physician,  a  cheery  and  welcome 
friend,  a  loyal  classmate,  and  a  patriotic  citizen.

Langley  Sears  was  descended  from  good  New  England  stock. 
His  grandfather,  Barnas  Sears,  M^as  a  former  president  of 
Brown  University,  and  an  honorary  S.  T.  D.  of  Harvard.  He 
was  related  on  his  mother's  side  to  Prof.  Samuel  P.  Langley, 
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former  Secretary  of  the  Smithsonian  Institute,  and  after  him 
he  was  named.  He  passed  his  boyhood  at  the  foot  of  Corey 
Hill,  which  was  named  for  his  great  grandfather. 

He  fitted  for  college  at  the  Brookline  High  School.  In  col- 
lege he  was  an  earnest  and  conscientious  student.  Early  in 
his  college  course  he  decided  to  make  the  Christian  ministry  his 
life  work.  Accordingly,  on  leaving  college  he  entered  the 
Eochester  Theological  Seminary,  where  he  graduated  in  1896. 
The  next  year  he  married  Maybelle  Tillinghast  of  Providence, 
R.  I.  His  married  life  was  a  very  happy  one.  His  wife  en- 
tered into  the  spirit  of  his  work  with  fine  helpfulness.

The  whole  record  of  his  life  was 
that  of  unselfish  devotion  to  duty  and  to  the  truth  as  he  saw 
it.  He  was  a  man  who  loved  his  fellow  man  and  proved  his 
love  by  service.

Thirty  years  at  one  game  and  still  getting  a  kick  out  of  it 
would  seem  something  of  a  testimonial  to  newspaper  work  as  a 
profession — a  span  of  years  when  the  interest  and  variety  have 
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never  diminished.  Perhaps,  too,  the  opportunity  for  association 
with  the  giants  of  the  newspaper  world — Frank  A.  Munsey, 
Arthur  Brisbane  and  William  Randolph  Hearst — have  had 
much  to  do  with  making  life  and  work  full  of  enduring  interest 
and  stimulation.  The  happy  circumstance  of  having  exper- 
ienced every  branch  of  the  work — reporter,  city  editor,  man- 
aging editor  and  publisher — ultimately  brought  about  the  op- 
portunity to  have  executive  charge  of  all  departments  of  va- 
rious newspapers  and,  in  the  last  five  years  to  have  both  the 
responsibility  and  fun  of  remaking  newspapers  in  four  cities — - 
Washington,  Detroit,  Milwaukee  and  Chicago — followed  by  the 
starting  and  installing  from  the  ground  up  of  new  papers  in 
two  other  cities,  Rochester  and  Syracuse.  Circumstances  re- 
quired record  breaking  installation  in  these  two  cities  and  the 
resources  of  the  organization  made  it  possible  to  achieve  a  rec- 
ord for  newspaper  installation  of  21  days  in  Rochester,  speedily 
followed  and  broken  by  18  days  in  Syracuse. 

If  today  I  were  to  have  my  choice  of  occupations  I  should  un- 
doubtedly elect  newspaper  work,  since  with  a  lot  of  grind  and  a 
little  luck,  it  offers  the  two  chief  requisites  of  a  life  job — ^work 
which  in  itself  gives  satisfaction  and  provides  proceeds  which 
are  more  than  ample  for  the  practical  needs  of  life. 

Obviously  this  program  is  inconsistent  with  settled  living,  but 
at  least  it  prevents  one  from  getting  mouldy  and  does  keep  one 
in  touch  with  a  number  of  things,  a  number  of  places  and  an 
increasing  number  of  people.  Mrs.  Shaw,  who  was  Miss  Ger- 
trude Stevenson  of  Boston  until  May  of  1921,  and  I  have  a 
home  in  New  York  occupied  about  two  months  in  two  years  and 
in  that  time  have  experienced  much  of  the  hollowness  of  hotel 
pretensions  in  four  cities.  Only  a  wife  such  as  she  and  one  who 
because  she  makes  writing  her  own  profession  has  a  sympathetic 
understanding  of  the  waywardness  of  newspaper  work  could 
serenely  accept  such  a  fate. 

At  the  present  time,  I  am  a  member  of  the  board  of  general 
management  of  the  Hearst  publications  with  executive  offices  at 
119  West  40th  street,  and  at  the  moment  headed  for  Boston  to 
publish  the  Boston  Advertiser,  grateful  to  a  job  sufficiently  ob- 
liging to  return  me  to  Boston  for  the  thirtieth  reunion  and  an- 
ticipating the  prospect  of  a  long  deferred  vacation  in  Europe 
when  the  Leviathian  sails  July  4th.

During  the  past  five  years  I  have  been  working  steadily  on  my 
study  of  the  religious  history  of  Central  Europe,  with  the  pur- 
pose of  writing  a  book.  I  liave  been  very  active  in  the  Boy 
Scouts  of  America,  being  a  member  of  the  National  Council,  as 
well  as  Scoutmaster  of  Troop  I  in  my  own  town.  I  have  the 
honor  of  having  trained  a  group  of  Boy  Scouts  called  the 
''Otter  Patrol,"  recognized  as  an  almost  perfect  type  and  na- 
tionally famous.  In  July,  1920,  I  was  Assistant  Chaplain  of 
the  International  Jamboree  Boy  Scout  Camp  at  Richmond,  Lon- 
don, and  for  ten  consecutive  days  worked  from  6  A.  M.  until 
1  the  next  A.  M.,  looking  after  the  welfare  of  six  thousand  boys 
from  all  parts  of  the  world,  who  were  in  the  camp.  During  the 
past  year,  I  took  a  year's  leave  of  absence  from  my  regular  pas- 
toral work  and  have  been  studying  boys'  work  in  the  Episcopal 
Church,  especially  the  Boy  Scouts'  program,  spending  a  good 
part  of  my  time  in  the  West  Side  and  East  Side  of  New  York 
City. 

During  August  and  September,  1920,  I  paid  a  special  visit  to 
Czechoslovakia  for  the  purpose  of  studying  religious  conditions 
there,  being  sent  officially  by  the  Presiding  Bishop  and  Council 
of  the  Episcopal  Church.  I  made  contact  there  with  the  leaders 
of  the  newly  organizing  "Czechoslovak  Church."  I  met  Presi- 
dent Masaryk  and  a  number  of  the  Cabinet  Ministers,  some  of 
the  professors  of  Prague  University,  many  business  men,  work- 
ing men,  and  peasants  in  Eastern  Slovakia  in  the  Carpathian 
Mountains.  In  December  of  this  year  I  accompanied  the  Bish- 
op of  Moravia,  of  the  Czechoslovak  Church,  in  his  visit  to  the 
United  States,  and  I  worked  as  the  intermediary  between  him 
and  the  Presiding  Bishop  and  Council  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  establishment  of  a  Covenant  between  the  two  Churches, 
and  finally  succeeded  in  bringing  about  an  official  Covenant. 

The  first  of  February  I  made  a  trip  to  Czechoslovakia  on  a 
twofold  errand ;  I  am  interested  in  the  religious  reformation 
going  on  there,  and  have  much  to  do  with  its  leaders  in  several 
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Denominations,  so  I  visited  with  them  in  Bohemia  and  Moravia. 
In  Slovakia,  eastward  toward  Russia,  there  is  a  little  village  in 
the  Carpathian  Mountains  whose  inhabitants  for  many  years 
have  emigrated  back  and  forth  between  their  home  village  and 
Westfield.  In  Westfield  they  are  my  parishioners,  so  I  visited 
them  at  this  village.  My  sympathies  are  so  identified  with 
Czechoslovakia  that  I  have  introduced  a  new  form  of  unifying 
the  antagonistic  sentiment  of  the  East  and  West,  namely,  by 
getting  the  Boy  Scouts  of  the  two  sections  in  correspondence 
with  one  another.     This  was  the  second  purpose  of  my  errand. 

I  found  the  little  Republic  (it  is  just  about  the  area  of  New 
England,  with  twice  its  population)  most  prosperous,  and  its 
people  very  happy.  They  are  great  manufacturers,  and  many 
articles  of  common  use  in  our  own  country  will  be  found  to  be 
stamped  ''Made  in  Czechoslovakia," — pencils,  crayons,  glass- 
ware, etc.  They  have  installed  some  great  electric  power  plants 
in  England,  equipped  the  Eg^^ptian  Railway  with  a  "De  Luxe" 
train,  supplied  Roumania  with  locomotives  and  Russia  with 
tractors,  and  their  great  steel  plants  and  other  factories  are 
running  day  and  night.  Their  public  school  .system  is  very 
efficient,  and  they  have  erected  3.000  new  public  schools  since 
the  War.  The  University  of  Prague,  founded  in  1348.  has  now 
16.000  students,  co-educational.  Several  thousand  are  from 
Russia  and  from  Siberia,  many  of  whom  have  walked  a  thou- 
sand miles  to  get  there  and  are  without  any  money  whatever. 
There  is  an  organization  of  college  workers.  American  and 
Czechoslovak,  which  is  doing  a  wonderful  piece  of  service  in 
reaching  these  needy  students. 

I  have  now,  after  my  year's  leave  of  absence,  gone  back  to  my 
work  in  Westfield  as  pastor  of  a  congregation  mostly  of  working 
people  and  farmers.  I  have  been  appointed  a  Special  National 
Field  Commissioner  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America  to  promote 
the  Scout  program  in  the  Episcopal  Church  throughout  the 
country.  It  is  very  pleasant,  in  this  work  among  the  Boy 
Scouts,  to  run  side  by  side  with  Jim  Wilder  from  time  to  time. 
I  am  in  charge,  under  the  National  Council  of  the  Episcopal 
Church,  of  the  cooperative  work  with  the  American  branch  of 
the  Czechoslovak  National  Episcopal  Church  which  has  six  or- 
ganized congregations  here.  I  am  going  on  with  my  natural  his- 
tory work  for  the  ''R.  K.  Smith  and  W.  F.  Clapp  Collection 
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of  New  England  Shells"  in  the  Agassiz  Museum  and  am  es- 
tablishing a  small  conchological  laboratory  in  my  acre  island 
on  the  Rhode  Island  seashore  for  some  original  investigations. 
I  have  at  last  got  together  my  material  for  a  history  of  the 
Christian  Church  in  Central  Europe  which  I  expect  to  offer  as 
part  of  my  work  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  and  have 
started  at  it  with  much  enthusiasm.  It  all  seems  a  very  happy 
prospect  up  to  our  fortieth,  with  the  pleasures  of  snowshoeing 
in  the  winter,  trout  fishing  in  the  spring,  with  my  family  at  the 
shore  in  the  summer,  and  hiking  alone,  or  with  Boy  Scouts,  and 
camping  here  and  there  in  the  Berkshires  during  the  autumn. 
I  live  right  next  to  the  cemetery  here,  but  I  don't  believe  I  want 
to  think  of  being  planted  there  yet ;  say  after  our  fiftieth  or  six- 
tieth !

Since  the  last  report  my  occupation  has  been  chiefly  educa- 
tional, partly  editorial  in  text  book  publishing  organizations, 
partly  in  the  field  of  authorship,  having  successfully  completed 
a  text-book  of  importance  (though  it  may  not  so  have  impressed 
the  kindly  world),  and  partly,  for  somewhat  more  than  two 
years,  in  the  Rehabilitation  Division  of  the  Federal  Board  for 
Vocational  Education  and  the  larger,  later  United  States  Vet- 
erans' Bureau.  In  this  service  my  efforts  have  been  territorial- 
ly diversified,  for  a  while  in  District  No.  1,  headquarters  at  Bos- 
ton, later  in  District  No.  8,  headquarters  at  Chicago,  and  for  two 
years  in  District  No.  11,  headquarters  at  Denver.  Have  organ- 
ized several  vocational  or  trade  schools,  the  last  being  at  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah,  where  I  labored  for  about  one  and  one-half 
years.

JOHN  FRANCIS  CYRIL  SPENCER-TURNER

Name  originally  John  Spencer  Turner,  Jr.  Left  college  after 
freshman  year  to  study  for  the  Episcopal  ministry  at  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  New  York  City.  Was  ordained 
in  November,  1893.  Served  as  assistant  minister  in  the  House 
of  Prayer,  Newark,  New  Jersey,  and  in  Holy  Cross  Church, 
New  York  City ;  then  became  rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Good 
Shepherd  at  Rochester,  New  York.  Had  always  been  an  extreme 
ritualist,  and  finding  himself  unable  to  carry  out  his  ideas,  was 
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received  into  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  in  July,  1898,  making 
his  submission  at  the  Passionists'  Church  of  St.  Joseph  in 
Paris,  and  being  rebaptized  John  Francis  Cyril  Spencer- 
Turner.  He  did  not,  however,  take  orders.  Has  resided  ever 
since  in  Rome,  occupied  somewhat  with  social-religious  work 
among  the  poor,  and  greatly  interested  in  political  affairs — of 
course  espousing  the  papal  party.  He  was  made  a  marquis  in 
the  papal  nobility  by  Leo  XIII,  July  1,  1902 ;  given  the  Com- 
menda  of  the  pontifical  order  of  St.  Gregory  the  Great  by  Pius 
X,  December  9,  1905;  and  created  a  Knight  of  Malta  (the  only 
American  ever  received  into  the  order)  by  Prince  Grand  Master 
Galeazzo  January  22,  1907.  His  father,  a  prominent  citizen  of 
Brooklyn,  died  in  1905,  leaving  him  a  considerable  property. 
At  that  time  the  New  York  papers  described  him  as  "a  gentle- 
man in  waiting  to  the  cardinals  connected  with  the  Vatican" — 
a  description  which  he  subsequently  disclaimed  as  ' '  too  absurd. 
In  1906  he  reported  himself  as  ' '  thoroughly  Italianized !  Still 
without  a  better  half,  and  trying  consequently  to  do  one  of  the 
hardest  things  in  the  world — keep  up  a  bachelor's  establish- 
ment." He  is  said  to  have  married  in  London  about  1910.  his 
wife  dying  soon  afterwards ;  but  no  new  information  has  been 
received  from  him  since  1909,  his  recent  reports  merely  repeat- 
ing his  formal  data,  titles,  etc.  He  now  gives  his  permanent 
address  as  care  of  Sebasti  &  Co.,  20  Piazza  di  Spagna,  Rome.

On  leaving  college  in  1893,  I  secured  a  job  as  assistant  on  the 
Minnesota  Natural  History  and  Geological  Survey,  and  made 
the  first  geological  map  of  the  Mesabi  Iron  Range.  The  next 
spring  I  joined  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  as  assistant 
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geologist,  working  in  the  mining  camps  of  Leadville,  Aspen,  and 
Mercur.  In  1896  I  was  selected  to  head  the  first  expedition  of 
the  United  States  Geological  Survey  into  the  interior  of  Alaska. 
With  Goodrich,  of  '92,  and  Schrader,  of  '93,  I  went  over  the 
Chilkoot  Pass  and  through  the  Yukon  country,  examining  the 
placer  gold  diggings.  In  1897  I  travelled  and  studied  in 
Europe;  in  1898  explored  in  Alaska  in  the  Susitna-Kuskokwim 
region;  in  1899  traversed  the  deserts  of  Nevada  and  California, 
assisting  at  the  completion  of  a  geologic  map  of  the  United 
States.  In  1900  I  went  to  Turkey  as  consulting  geologist  and 
mining  engineer  to  the  Sultan  of  Turkey;  after  being  in  Tur- 
key for  some  time  I  was  appointed  by  the  Sultan  on  a  commis- 
sion, together  with  the  Minister  of  Mines  and  the  Grand  Vizier, 
I  returned  to  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  in  1901,  and 
made  various  studies  including  the  ore-deposits  of  Tonopah, 
Nevada.  In  1905  I  became  chief  geologist  for  allied  New  York 
interests,  including  the  American  Smelting  and  Refining  Com- 
pany, etc.  In  1908  I  organized  the  firm  of  Spurr  and  Cox,  In- 
corporated, composed  of  mining  engineers  wiio  were  eminently 
qualified  specialists  in  different  branches  of  the  mining  profes- 
sion. This  firm  was  most  successful,  with  offices  in  New  York, 
Denver,  El  Paso,  and  Mexico  City.  In  1911  the  firm  was  dis- 
continued, and  I  organized  the  firm  of  Spurr  and  Company, 
for  the  same  purpose.

WILLIS  WHITTEMORE  STOVER

After  leaving  college  I  worked  for  two  years  as  a  reporter  and 
"desk  man"  on  the  Boston  Traveler.  Entered  Boston  Uni- 
sity  School  of  Law  in  1893,  graduating  in  1896.    Admitted  to  the 
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bar  in  October,  1896,  I  began  active  practice  of  law  in  the  office 
of  William  A  Morse,  remaining  with  this  office  until  the  outbreak 
of  the  war  with  Spain  in  1898.  Served  in  the  War  with  Spain  as 
Captain  of  Company  A,  5th  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Infantry. 
Mustered  out  on  March  31,  1899,  I  formed  a  law  partnership 
with  E.  Leroy  Sweetser,  a  brother  officer  in  the  Army,  and  our 
firm  still  continues  to  do  business,  having  been  reinforced  by  the 
admission  of  Willard  P.  Lombard  as  a  partner  in  1916. 

In  1913  was  appointed  Special  Justice  of  the  Charlestow^n 
Municipal  Court,  Otherwise  my  business  career  has  been  un- 
eventful, though  profoundly  disturbed  by  my  absence  in  the 
War  with  Spain,  and  the  very  serious  set-back  to  our  office  due 
to  the  absence  of  my  partner,  General  Sweetser,  and  myself  for 
more  than  two  years  in  the  World  War.  Have  no  complaints, 
however.    The  game  was  worth  all  it  cost. 

In  1916,  I  served  on  the  Mexican  Border,  in  command  of  the 
5th  Massachusetts  Infantry.  This  regiment  was  mobilized  in 
July,  1917,  and  although  it  was  greatly  depleted  by  drafts  of 
enlisted  men  and  junior  officers  to  fill  the  ranks  of  the  26th 
Division,  enough  was  left  me  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a  very  fine 
regiment.  In  February,  1918,  the  designation  of  the  regiment 
was  changed  to  the  3d  Pioneer  Infantry,  and  it  served  abroad 
under  that  name. 

After  my  overseas  leave  in  June,  1918,  which  made  it  possible 
for  me  to  attend  the  25th  reunion  of  our  Class,  we  were  sent 
abroad.  The  regiment  was  immediately  sent  to  the  American 
front,  and  served  through  the  latter  part  of  the  St.  Mihiel  of- 
fensive, and  through  the  whole  of  the  Meuse-Argonne  campaign. 
After  the  Armistice,  which  found  us  in  the  line,  we  were  left  on 
the  battle  ground  to  destroy  the  German  ammunition,  mines, 
etc.,  and  spent  the  winter  in  the  sector  around  Verdun.  From 
April  till  July  the  regiment  served  as  the  railroad  police  of  the 
A.  E.  F.,  being  scattered  over  France  and  Germany,  with  small- 
er detachments  in  Holland  and  Belgium.  My  job  was  to  admin- 
ister and  direct  this  scattered  outfit,  and  in  doing  it  I  had  an 
opportunity  to  see  Europe  at  the  expense  of  the  Government 
that  has  come  to  few  Americans. 

My  record  in  the  war  was  not  conspicuous,  but  there  are  two 
highly  satisfactory  facts  about  it.  First,  I  took  my  regiment 
overseas,  commanded  it  there,  and  brought  it  back  to  the  States,. 
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without  being  relieved,  suspended,  or  in  any  way  being  dis- 
turbed. Very  few  Colonels  bad  that  record.  Second,  when  my 
regiment  was  mustered  out,  the  enlisted  men  asked  me  to  hold  a 
reception,  and  each  shook  hands  with  me.  These  two  evidences 
that  my  service  was  satisfactory  both  to  ray  superior  officers  and 
to  the  men  under  my  command  console  me  for  the  lack  of  decora- 
tions which  seemed  to  be  flying  around  pretty  thickly  but  which 
some  how  or  other  missed  me. 

I  don't  like  to  brag,  but  the  best  military  service  I  have  ever 
rendered  was  in  the  establishment  and  development  of  the 
Massachusetts  Military  Training  School  for  the  training  of  can- 
didates for  commissions  in  the  National  Guard.  I  was  the  first 
commandant  of  this  school,  which  was  established  in  1913,  quite 
largely  as  a  result  of  my  efforts  to  get  the  Commonwealth  to  try 
it  out.  It  was  a  conspicuous  success,  and  Professor  Johnston, 
of  Harvard,  now  deceased,  said  that  it  was  the  first  great  step 
toward  the  training  of  citizen  soldiers  that  had  been  undertaken 
since  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution.  The  Plattsburg  schools 
were  copied  from  it,  and  its  policies  were  adopted  by  the  candi- 
dates' school  at  Langres.  It  is  gratifying  to  me  to  believe  that 
thirty  years  of  study  on  my  part  was  reflected  in  its  influence.

For  four  years  after  graduating  I  was  engaged  in  patent 
brokerage  business  in  Boston  and  New  York.  Then  took  up

removed  to  New  York  City  and  a  year  or  two  later  to  San 
Diego,  California.

types  of  mental  diseases.  In  addition,  it  has  been  my  priv- 
ilege to  assist  in  securing,  through  legislative  measures,  in- 
creased pay  for  the  employees  of  the  State  hospitals,  and  the 
betterment  of  a  number  of  conditions  which  heretofore  had 
been  very  trying.  Another  bill  is  now  pending,  and  I  hope 
to  see  its  passage  before  the  Legislature  adjourns. 

Through  the  Metropolitan  office  of  the  State  Hospital 
Commission  where  I  am  now  assigned  to  duty,  5,500  new  com- 
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mitments  were  handled  last  year,  and  the  receipts  to  the  State 
as  the  result  of  this  work  amounted  to  $750,000.  We  hustle, 
for  there  are  only  three  of  us  to  handle  this  work.  The  work 
is  intensely  interesting,  for  we  stand  as  intermediaries  be- 
tween the  Commission  and  the  public,  to  educate  the  latter 
as  to  Mdiat  the  Commission  is  endeavoring  to  accomplish  in 
behalf  of  those  unfortunates  legally  committed  to  its  care.

The  middle  of  July,  1893,  i  was  on  the  steamer  Saale  with 
Sam  Davis,  bound  for  a  walking  trip  of  two  months  through 
Tyrol  and  Switzerland.  On  my  return,  after  ten  days  at  the 
Chicago  World  Exposition,  I  started  in  business  as  a  clerk  with 
H.  C.  Thacher  and  Company,  wool  merchants.  The  years  1894- 
1896  I  was  with  Wilbur  H.  Davis  and  Company,  shoe  manufac- 
turers, at  Haverhill,  Mass.  In  1896  became  member  of  H.  C. 
Thacher  and  Company,  then  doing  a  banking  and  agent  busi- 
ness ;  the  same  year  director  of  Davis  Boot  and  Shoe  Company.

The  history  of  the  last  thirty  years  has  been  in  a  way  unevent- 
ful, or  at  least  lacking  in  lurid  details.  I  have  not  written  a 
book.    I  have  not  had  my  name  in  the  front  page  of  the  news- 
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papers.  I  have  not  found  a  new  reason  for  our  living  or  dying. 
So  much  for  the  negative.  I  have  accomplished  something  per- 
haps. I  have  tried  to  make  people  happier.  I  have  helped 
nature  to  get  them  well.  I  have  tried  to  make  them  learn  to  take 
better  care  of  themselves.  I  still  live  in  the  same  city  that  re- 
ceived me  when  I  graduated  from  the  Medical  School.

My  club  life  has  been  largely  confined  to  the  various  state  and 
national  Medical  Societies  and  the  International  Tuberculosis 
Society.  Electrical  therapeutics  has  also  been  of  much  interest 
to  me  the  last  few  years.  I  am  a  member  of  the  various  Masonic 
bodies — Blue  Lodge,  Commandery,  Consistory  and  Shrine.  The 
Melrose  Hospital,  my  pet  hobby,  invited  me  to  become  a  member 
of  its  staff  twenty  years  ago  and  for  the  last  twelve  years  I  have 
been  a  member  of  its  governing  board.

To  Seattle  by  way  of  Yellowstone  Park,  down  the  Pacific  Coast 
to  Southern  California,  and  back  by  way  of  the  Southern  Pacific, 
with  a  head-on  collision  at  the  foot  of  the  Rockies  when  two 
transcontinental  expresses  tried  to  pass  each  other  on  a  single 
track.  At  another  time,  a  three  months'  stay  in  Bermuda  while 
convalescing  from  my  only  severe  illness.  We  have  wandered 
through  the  French  Quarter  in  New  Orleans,  have  gone  among 
the  bayous  and  the  old  plantations  along  the  Mississippi,  have 
travelled  over  the  battle  grounds  of  the  Civil  War,  have  jour- 
neyed into  Canada  and  visited  the  large  cities  and  the  rural 
towns  with  their  numerous  wayside  shrines.

There  we  had  our  first  experience  of  a  nightless  day  with 
a  football  game  at  10.30  P.  M.,  and  a  glorious  sunset  at  mid- 
night and  sunrise  at  3  A.  M.  Then  above  the  arctic 
circle  to  Hammerfest  and  the  great  promontory  of  the 
North  Cape  when  we  looked  across  the  Arctic  Ocean 
and  thought  it  is  only  a  short  jump  to  the  North  Pole. 
And  then  the  wondrous  midnight  sun — never  below  the  horizon 
during  the  twenty-four  hours,  and  thence  down  the  coast  of  Nor- 
way and  into  its  fascinating  fjords  with  perpendicular  sides 
three  to  four  thousand  feet  high  where  the  farmers  miles  apart 
ran  their  hay  on  wires  down  the  mountain  side  to  their  barns 
it  was  so  steep,  and  where  the  nanny  goat  reigned  supreme  and 
the  scraggy  little  ponies  drew  us  in  the  wheeled  "stalljerries" 
without  springs  till  we  ached  and  rode  no  more.  Bergen  and 
Christiania,  Copenhagen  and  down  to  Zeebrugge  with  its  para- 
pets and  dismantled  guns  to  just  remind  us  what  had  so  recently 
happened.  And  so  on  to  Ostend,  Bruges  and  Brussels  and  then 
across  devastated  France  to  Paris  for  two  delightful  weeks  and 
across  to  London  by  air  in  a  Handley  Page  plane  and  then  home' 
after  two  more  weeks  in  England.

My  life  since  leaving  college  has  been  a  very  narrow  and  a 
very  personal  affair.  It  has  been  directed  by  two  purposes: 
(1)  to  earn  enough  money  to  keep  the  pot  boiling;  (2)  to  find 
my  balance  in  what  to  me  was  an  incomprehensible  and  mad- 
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dening  world.  In  regard  to  the  first  object,  I  have  not  yet 
achieved  my  aim :  I  do  not  begin  to  do  as  much  as  I  should  like 
to  do  in  the  way  of  fulfilling  my  immediate  responsibilities. 
But  I  see  every  reason  to  hope  for  an  increase  of  efficiency  and 
for  an  increase  in  welfare. 

In  regard  to  the  second  object  after  what  has  been  for  me  a 
bitter  and  discouraging  struggle,  I  have  been  helped  to  win 
much  ground.

They  seemed 
to  ooze  money  and  ideas,  and  I  resigned  from  the  firm  to  enter- 
tain them.  I  awoke  from  this  dream  in  Yokohama,  sub-editor 
of  a  funny  paper.  I  had  asked  a  cousin  of  mine  to  be  my  stew- 
ard and  ni}'  solicitor.  His  letters,  until  1898,  were  gloomed  by 
the  reiterated  statement,  *'No  dividends."  I  resigned  the 
paper  to  join  the  Furness-Hiller  Expedition  to  Borneo,  on  a 
salary  and  all  expenses  paid.  Blissful  year  of  wild  adventures ! 
We  went  into  the  very  bowels  of  the  Head-hunting  Country, 
and  I  became  the  blood-brother  of  a  Borneo  "prince."  now 
King  of  the  Baram.  (I  am  booked  to  visit  my  brother  next 
year).  Bill  Furness  found  me  for  myself.  .  .  .  And  I  have  been 
happy  ever  since.  He  told  me  I  was  not  "funny"  at  all  .  .  . 
never  had  been.  Said  I  was  a  poet  and  an  artist  .  .  .  and  built 
up  my  conceit  on  totally  new  lines.  These  have  persisted,  with 
occasional  lapses,  till  now.  After  Borneo,  Japan  again  and 
back  to  the  paper.  Then,  at  her  long  sad  calling,  back  to  Home 
and  Mother  for  awhile.  Crafty  old  dear!  ...  the  house  in  Hon- 
olulu, Eskbank  (see  "The  Wrecker"  by  R.  L.  S..  Chapter  I), 
was  full  of  unbelievably  beautiful  girls  .  .  .  among  them  the 
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Divine  Sarah,  of  a  tribe  friendly  for  four  generations  back 
"Nuf  sed"  .  .  .  back  to  Japan  to  complete  my  ambition  to  speak 
and  write  this  terrible  language. 

1898 :  Terribly  bored.  Began  to  yearn  for  Elysian  Fields  .  .  . 
you  get  me?  Seeking  surcease  of  sorrow  I  sailed  in  the  copra 
schooner  Esmeralda  to  Guam,  then  a  Spanish  "Cranford," 
quaint,  fast  asleep,  adorable,  I  was  marooned  here  by  the 
wreck  of  our  beautiful  vessel.  Dismasted  off  Yap  by  a  squall. 
Left  me  in  Guam  without  a  bean,  picking  me  up  on  April  29th, 
the  skipper  whispering  the  secret  that  war  was  on  with  Spain! 
While  here,  broke,  I  started  doing  portraits  for  $1.00  MEX. 
Made  about  ten  bones  a  week  and  was  the  wealthiest  fellow  in 
Agana.  Learned  Spanish  with  a  Guam  accent  and  Guamese 
with  a  Spanish  accent.  Owned  and  fought  the  justly-celebrated 
ash-colored  rooster  "Don  Heime"  (or  rather  "Jamie")  and 
cleaned  out  the  town  four  times.  Got  away  at  midnight  leav- 
ing everything  but  the  clothes  I  had  on,  and  hurtled  homeward. 
Being  refused  enlistment  on  account  of  eyesight,  I  beat  it  for 
Paris  to  study  ART  chez  Julian,  under  Benjamin  Constant  and 
old  Jean-Paul  Laurens.  Had  with  me  a  boy  from  Guam,  given 
me  by  his  mother.  Left  him  in  the  Latin  Quarter  guarding^ 
my  belongings  while  I  went  back  to  marry  the  Divine.  ( (1899). 
She  and  I  now  circled  the  globe  .  .  annexation  having  feath- 
ered my  nest  .  .  .  our  nest,  excuse  me !  Lived  in  Paris  among 
a  galaxy  of  artists,  architects,  musicians,  and  just  plain  sports 
until  1906.  Begat  two  entertaining  children,  Jimmy  Junior 
and  Kinau,  named  for  my  mother,  who  was  the  namesake  and 
pet  of  Kinau-kuhina-nui,  Queen  Regent  in  the  thirties.  We  left 
Paris  for  home  on  the  beach  at  Waikiki.  Kindergarten,  croup, 
and  measles.  First  automobile — a  Cadillac.  Known  favorably 
as  "Wobbling  Winnie."  Taught  my  wife  to  leave  Hawaii. 
Kept  open  house.  Twice  president  of  the  Harvard  Club.  Won 
the  Christmas  pig  1909  with  a  golf  score  of  89  and  91,  smear- 
ing all  comers  .  .  ,  handicap  16.  Camping,  climbing,  a  five- 
hundred-mile  ride  with  the  Territorial  Secretary  on  the  big 
island,  and  then  to  Samoa,  Fiji,  Tonga,  and  the  seldom-visited 
Oneata  and  Lakernba.  Left  wee  wifey  home  to  mind  the  babes. 
On  the  steamer  coming  back  was  an  Englishman  Avho  was 
hipped  on  Boy  Scouts. 

Here  beginneth  my  real  work.    All  to  now  was  piffle  !  We  went 
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to  Europe  (1910-1911) — sugar  4.30  and  steady.  Our  Packard 
was  called  the  A-ke-ahi  (Fresh  Fires  are  Alight),  and  I  delved 
•deep  in  my  new  departure  .  .  .  scouting.  We  travelled  eight 
months  in  that  machine  .  .  .  from  John  0  'Groats  to  Lands  End, 
,  .  .  getting  lost  was  the  most  fun  .  .  .  and  Sally  and  I  knew 
our  England  you  bet!  Then  Germany,  then  France,  and  then 
Paris  .  .  .  where  I  painted  for  a  spell,  just  to  keep  my  hand  in. 
In  London  I  was  scouting  about  .  .  .  meeting  Baden  Powell  and 
General  Byng  .  .  .  the  type  of  men  who  go  in  for  scouting  over 
there,  (Alas!  when  are  our  "great  men"  going  to  get  busy  as 
scoutmasters  ?    You  '11  all  be  sorry  some  day.     Jump  in  ! ) . 

Home  again!  (Chicken-pox  and  whooping-cough  period  of 
home-building).  Second  Reader.  Dancing  School.  Swimming. 
Spanking.  1915.  All  hands  to  New  York.  Winter  in  Wash- 
ington ,  ,  .  (Connecticut.)  .  .  .  where  the  maternal  side  of  my 
house  first  settled.  Seth  Hastings,  my  great-great-grandfather, 
and  the  Parmelees.  Then  to  New  York  and  the  National  Boy 
Scout  Headquarters,  where  I  was  put  in  charge  of  the  defunct 
Sea-scouting.    Jimmy  to  Pomfret.     Kinau  to  Spence's. 

1916,  17,  18,  19,  20,  21  in  New  York,  where  I  became  an 
habitue  of  the  New  York  Yacht  Club,  Harvard,  Players,  Ama- 
teur Comedy  Club,  and  Coffee  House.  We  had  our  old  Paris 
friends,  Boston  pals,  and  now  and  then  Yokahama  and  Hono- 
lulu folk  to  play  with.  But  I  began  to  be  "featured"  as  a 
Scout  Spieler,  travelling  all  over  the  States,  meeting  thousands 
of  boys  and  men.  They  call  me  "Pine  Tree  Jim,"  and  I  tell 
stories,  sing,  and  when  I've  got  the  gang,  I  let  'em  have  it 
straight!    Deliver  the  goods!     No  hypocrisy!    Play  ball! 

My  war  work  M^as  hard  and  hurt.  I  was  due  at  the  Navy 
Yard  at  8  A.  M.,  and  had  to  get  up  at  6  to  make  it  .  .  .  day  after 
day.  You  bet  I  was  glad  when  one  of  my  yeomanettes  danced 
into  the  room  and  acted  so  queerly  that  .  ,  ,  well,  four  days 
later  came  the  Armistice,  I  was  a  year  on  the  job.  We  now 
began  to  push  the  Sea-scouts,  The  Navy  were  so  pleased  at  our 
work  ,  .  .  chasing  up  next-of-kin  mostly  .  .  .  that  it  has  backed 
us  to  the  limit.  All  we  want  now  is  the  leadership.  A  sea- 
scout-master  has  to  be  a  gentleman,  a  genius  and  a  scholar-small- 
boat-navigator.  He  also  has  to  be  rich,  imaginative,  practical, 
and  patient.  I  once  told  my  Aunt  Augusta  that  MY  wife  would 
know  how  to  dress,  cook,  sing,  dance,  and  play  the  harpsichord 
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.  .  .  and  she  said  "You  won't  find  her  here.  Heaven  is  your 
home!"  But  we  get  scout-masters  slowly,  and  are  founding 
Seamanship  Schools  east  and  west.  I  am  booked  as  Chief  Sea- 
peout,  and  am  to  travel  around  every  year  for  four  months, 
bucking  them  up  .  .  .  until  1  get  too  old  to  move.  Between  times 
we  will  live  in  Honolulu,  London,  and  Paris. 

My  son  is  a  senior  this  year  .  .  .  and  plans  to  take  a  year  at 
Cambridge.  England.  My  daughter  is  just  now  at  San  Moritz, 
Switzerland,  learning  to  waltz  on  skates.  She  can  learn  cooking 
later.  My  wife  is  an  amateur  potter  and  turns  out  lapis  lazuli 
and  turquoise  blues,  some  of  which  have  been  seen  in  the  Met- 
ropolitan Museum.  Oh,  I  don't  know!  "What?  My  Sarah! 
I  have  just  painted  the  Prince  Delegate  for  the  Old  Throne 
Room,  and  have  three  more  orders  before  I  pull  out  to  gather 
my  family  together  in  Boston,  June  1st,  1923.  Come  to  Sunday 
breakfast,  9  to  10  A.  M.    On  me  this  time !

After  leaving  college  I  studied  law  in  my  father's  office  in 
Pittsburgh.  There  I  remained  practising  law  till  July,  1918, 
when  I  went  to  Milan  as  American  Vice-Consul.  After  a  little 
more  than  a  year  there  came  a  transfer  to  the  Consulate  in 
Genoa,  and  in  just  a  little  less  than  a  year  later  another  trans- 
fer to  Catania.  Italy,  where  I  have  been  ever  since. 

Life  has  been  very  quiet  for  me,  always  a  single  man,  and  I 
have  never  been  before  the  public  in  books  or  papers.  From 
having  vise  'd  so  many  passports  I  should  not  be  surprised  if  I 
were  better  known  among  the  Italians  of  Mulberry  street.  New 
York,  than  elsewhere.  Sicily  is  backward  and  the  life  is  that 
of  some  time  in  the  middle  of  the  XIX  century,  but  there  may 
be  one  or  two  '93  men  yet  left  who  would  like  to  sit  in  one  of 
the  little  restaurants  here,  where  the  grape  juice  is  still  obtain- 
able— fermented,  of  course.

I  staid  on  at  Cambridge  for  two  years  after  graduation  to 
postpone  taking  up  the  newspaper  job  that  I  supposed  was  to 
be  my  business  for  the  rest  of  my  life.  Quite  unexpectedly,  I 
was  picked  by  the  owner  of  a  large  private  libraiy  to  take  care 
of  his  books,  with  the  result  that  taking  care  of  books,  which  is 
a  very  different  thing  from  being  a  "librarian"  as  that  term  is 
ordinarily  understood,  has  been  my  principal  occupation  ever 
since. 

After  the  aforesaid  owner,  John  Nicholas  Brown  of  Provi- 
dence, died  in  1900,  his  library  and  librarian  were  transferred 
to  Brown  University,  and  for  the  next  fifteen  years  I  tried  to 
work  out  the  problem  of  establishing  a  place  for  the  private 
library  in  the  public  institution,  keeping  the  advantages  of  pri- 
vate ownership  and  attempting  (not  very  successfully  as  things 
have  turned  out)  to  erect  barriers  against  the  casualties  inci- 
dental to  institutional  control. 

In  1915  I  was  selected  to  have  charge  of  the  library  of  Harry 
Elkins  Widener,  which  was  given  to  Harvard  in  fulfillment  of 
his  wishes.  This  involved  me  in  problems  similar  to  those  in 
Providence,  with  what  is  on  the  whole  an  added  difficulty,  that 
of  maintaining  the  individuality  of  a  collection  of  books  housed 
inside  a  much  larger  collection.  Up  to  date,  the  incidental  com- 
plications have  been  quite  sufficient  to  keep  me  interested  in  my 
job. 

Inevitably,  an  unusual  kind  of  occupation  results  in  curious 
by-products.  For  three  years  I  was  largely  preoccupied  in  com- 
piling a  list  of  books  owned  in  America,  which  were  printed 
before  1501 — known  technically  as  "Incunabula."  This  was 
printed  in  1919  and  seems  to  be  very  well  thought  of  especially 
l)y  the  European  bookish — "bibliographical"— crowd.  Since 
then,  I  have  just  finished  a  longish  account  of  French  news- 
papers printed  in  the  United  States  before  1800;  and  before 
getting  involved  in  that  subject  I  did  a  dreary  account  of  13 
■different  editions  of  a  facsimile  of  a  New  England  Primer  of 
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1777,  wherein  there  is  one  bright  spot  that  discusses  our  ances- 
tors' interest  in  "Uriah's  wife  unadorned." 

The  really  important  event  of  my  recent  years  was  the  pur- 
chase of  a  dozen  acres  on  the  Charles  River,  near  the  railway 
station  of  that  name,  in  the  town  of  Dover.  There,  thanks  to 
the  Boston  tunnel,  I  was  only  about  twice  as  far  (in  time)  from 
the  library  as  when  we  lived  in  Cambridge,  until  railway  time- 
tables ceased  to  have  any  relation  to  facts.  On  the  whole,  the 
family  seems  to  have  no  more  troubles  than  the  neighbors  we 
left  in  the  city,  and  we  have  no  intention  of  returning.  If  I 
get  caught  on  coal,  I  can  keep  the  furnace  going  with  wood  off 
the  place,  and  the  cow  and  hens  will  keep  us  alive  until  it  is 
time  to  kill  the  pig. 

When  I'm  not  farming  it,  I  amuse  myself  with  tj^pes.  having 
set  up  a  press  and  a  picture  of  a  beautiful  dragon  known  as 
"The  Sign  of  The  George."  The  press  that  goes  by  that  name 
already  has  to  its  credit  "first  editions"  of  Stevenson,  Kip- 
ling, Henry  James,  and  G.  P.  "W.,  Jr.

An    English   View   of  Class   Day,    1893 

From  Harvard  College  by  an  Oxonian,  by  George  Birkbeck 
Hill,  D.C.L.   (New  York  and  London,  1894.) 

The  weather,  which  I  am  told  almost  always  favours  Class 
Day,  this  year  showed  it  no  indulgence.  I  have  heard  Americans 
on  our  side  of  the  Atlantic  complain  of  the  changeableness  of  the 
climate,  not  only  of  England,  but  of  Europe.  It  was  a  disap- 
pointment to  me  to  find  how  uncertain  a  New  England  June  can 
be.  There  was  a  variety  in  it  that  was  worthy  of  Cumberland 
or  Devonshire.  On  the  afternoon  of  the  seventh  of  the  month 
the  thermometer  in  my  room  in  Cambridge  stood  at  91,  though 
the  Venetian  shutters  had  been  kept  closed.  On  the  thirteenth, 
at  a  little  village  on  the  sea-coast  we  were  all  sitting  round  a 
blazing  log  fire.  On  the  seventeenth  fires  were  kept  burning  all 
day.  On  the  twenty-fourth,  calling  at  two  houses  in  Cambridge, 
in  both  I  found  my  friends  sitting  round  the  fire.  In  the  south- 
ern parts  of  England  I  had  never  seen  a  fire  so  late  in  the  sum- 
mer, and  yet  Boston  is  in  the  same  latitude  as  Rome.  If  the 
summer  is  late  in  coming  and  is  uncertain  even  when  it  has 
eoipie,  in  the  clearness  of  the  air  and  the  blueness  of  the  sea, 
on  fine  days,  it  displays  the  charms  of  the  Mediterranean 
shore.  Hawthorne  was  disappointed  by  the  Italian  skies.  They 
were,  he  said,  what  he  had  been  used  to  all  his  life  in  New  Eng- 
land. In  the  exaggerated  expectations  which  he  had  formed  of 
them,  he  had  been  misled  by  the  English  poets,  who  had 
judged  them  by  the  quiet  colours  of  cloudy  England.  It  was 
with  no  Italian  sky,  but  with  cold  and  heaivy  rain  that  Class 
Day  set  in.  The  break  in  the  weather  that  we  anxiously  looked 
for  never  came,  and  I  was  kept  a  prisoner  to  the  house  the  whole 
day.  The  following  description  of  all  that  went  on  I  quote  from 
a  letter  written  by  my  wife : — 

''Class  Day  this  year  broke  wet  and  stormy,  much  to  our 
disappointment.  Great  trouble  had  been  taken  to  secure  for  us 
tickets  for  everything  worth  seeing.  Without  these  tickets 
no  one  can  gain  admission.  The  Graduating  Students  are  the 
hosts,  and  issue  them  to  all  as  their  guests.  At  ten  we  had  to 
be  in  our  places  in  Sanders  Theatre.     The  whole  place  looked 
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very  much  like  the  Sheldonian  at  Commemoration,  crowded 
with  mothers  and  sisters  and  cousins  in  gay  summer  dresses, 
a  good  many  of  the  Professors  and  a  fair  sprinkling  of  young 
men.  "We  missed,  however,  the  gowns,  Professors  looking  only 
like  ordinary  mortals;  and  there  was  no  Undergraduates'  Gal- 
lery and  no  noise  such  as  we  are  used  to  at  home.  Imagine,  if 
you  can,  a  Commemoration  at  which  all  was  done  'decently  and 
in  order,'  no  uproar,  no  foolish  jokes;  but  that  is  a  flight  be- 
yond the  imagination  of  any  one  who  has  seen  and  heard  Ox- 
ford men  on  such  an  occasion. 

"The  body  of  the  Hall  was  reserved  for  those  students  who 
were  to  receive  their  degree,  and  at  eleven  they  marched  in, 
two  and  two,  in  cap  and  gown.  The  Bishop-elect  followed  with 
the  students  who  are  the  office-bearers  of  the  year;  they  took 
their  seats  on  the  dais  on  chairs  placed  in  front  of  palms  and 
flowering  shrubs,  with  a  gigantic  '93  in  flowers  fastened  to  the 
gallery  over  Jheir  heads.  In  this  gallery  was  an  excellent  string 
band  which  played  between  the  various  exercises.  The  meet- 
ing began  with  prayer,  the  Bishop  praying  in  the  name  of  the 
Class  of  1893 ;  and  then  the  Senior  Marshal  called  upon  the 
Orator  to  begin  his  Oration.  The  Orator,  who  was  a  member 
of  the  graduating  Class  chosen  for  the  office  by  his  classmates, 
stepped  to  the  front  of  the  dais  and  began.  He  had  learned 
his  oration  carefully  by  heart,  and  had  been  trained  in  the 
method  of  delivery ;  he  spoke  it  well ;  matter  and  style  were 
good,  but  they  lacked  fire  and  spontaneity.  He  was  followed 
in  turn  by  the  Poet,  the  Ivy  Orator  (whose  business  it  is  to 
make  a  comic  speech  full  of  allusions  to  what  has  lately  been 
happening  in  the  University),  and  the  Odist,  who  repeated  a 
short  ode  of  his  own  composition.  It  was  then  sung  by  every 
one  to  the  tune  of  Fair  Harvard,  i.e.  'My  lodging  is  on  the 
cold  ground,'  which  may  be  called  the  national  air  of  Harvard. 
After  this  we  were  dismissed  by  the  Bishop-elect  with  his  bless- 
ing. 

"The  one  distinguishing  feature  of  the  gathering  was  its  com- 
pletely democratic  nature.  The  President  of  the  University 
sat  there  with  his  wife  in  the  central  seat  of  the  Auditorium ; 
but  he  was  nothing  more  than  one  of  the  many  spectators.  The 
Dons,  as  Dons,  were  non-existent.     The  men  of  '93  were  every- 
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thing.  They  had  chosen  the  spokesmen  of  the  day ;  orations, 
poem,  and  ode  were  all  addressed  to  them ;  every  arrangement 
had  been  made  by  them,  and  was  carried  out  by  them  as 
supreme.  Even  in  what  was  said  and  sung  there  was  not  the 
slightest  reference  to  any  other  authority.  Harvard  took  form 
in  one's  mind  as  a  large  democracy,  the  students  governing 
themselves  in  all  things. 

''Our  next  duty  was  to  attend  one  of  the  'Spreads.'  Spread 
is  the  name  given  to  a  meal  provided  by  the  students,  and 
means  lunch  or  supper,  or  still  more  often  one  that  goes  on  a 
great  part  of  the  day.  It  is  of  the  nature  of  a  ball  supper ;  sal- 
ads, sandwiches,  and  ice-creams,  with  many  varieties  of  cake,  be- 
ing what  is  usually  provided.  Strawberries  and  cream  are 
usually  added  during  the  summer.  One  of  the  largest  and 
gayest  of  the  Spreads  on  Friday  was  held  in  the  great  Gym- 
nasium. Here  the  large  hall  had  been  adorned  with  a  profusion 
of  flowers  and  evergreens,  and  with  garlands  hung  from  side 
to  side  of  the  high  roof.  Again  a  great  '93  in  flowers  was 
conspicuous  in  front  of  the  gallery.  When  we  arrived  there 
about  half-past  three  o'clock,  dancing  was  going  on  vigorously. 
The  Class  of  '93  looked  very  droll  dancing  in  cap  and  gown. 
Many  of  the  girls  had  pretty  dresses  and  pretty  faces,  too,  the 
exercise  giving  them  just  that  touch  of  colour  which  American 
girls  so  often  lack.  The  chaperones  sat  round  the  room,  and 
the  long  refreshment-table  was  down  one  side ;  the  band  in  the 
gallery  above.  The  expense  of  the  whole  was  borne  by  a  small 
partv  of  young  men  of  the  Graduating  Class. 

"By  half-past  four  the  ball  was  over,  the  Gymnasium  de- 
serted, and  we  were  once  more  plodding  through  the  rain 
and  mire,  in  goloshes  and  waterproofs,  to  the  quadrangle  in 
which  were  to  take  place  the  Tree  Exercises,  the  thing  I  was 
especially  anxious  to  see.  This  part  of  Harvard  Class  Day 
is  always  considered  the  most  important,  as  well  as  the  prettiest 
sight  for  visitors  to  see.  The  tree,  a  tall  and  stately  American 
elm,  stands  in  the  centre  of  a  wide  lawn  with  College  buildings 
on  three  sides.  For  Class  Day  the  lawn  is  enclosed  by  tiers  of 
wooden  raised  seats,  and  the  tree  is  garlanded  by  a  long  wreath 
of  flowers  wound  many  times  closely  round  the  trunk  about 
ten  or  twelve   feet  above  the   ground ;  while  the  date  of  the

year  in  crimson  and  white  flowers  is  placed  some  eight  feet 
higher  still.  Above  this  again  the  branches  spring,  the  bark 
below  being  quite  unbroken  and  offering  a  difficult  task  enough 
to  climbers.  The  rain  continued  as  pitilessly  as  ever.  The 
seats  had  been  covered  with  awnings,  but  not  to  much  effect. 
When  we  arrived  they  were  all  shining  with  water,  and  every 
here  and  there  a  small  stream  descended  from  some  hole  or 
drop  by  drop  fell  upon  some  devoted  bonnet  from  a  thin- 
ner spot  in  the  canvas.  At  five  o'clock  the  Class  of  '94 
marched  in  under  umbrellas ;  followed  by  more  of  '95  and  '96 ; 
then  all  in  turn  seated  themselves  on  carpets  which  had  been 
hurriedly  spread  upon  the  grass.  A  large  group  of  Graduates 
took  up  their  position  near  them ;  when  all  were  settled,  to 
the  sound  of  a  band  in  marched  the  men  of  '93.  First  came  the 
three  marshals,  then  the  band,  and  then  some  seventy  or 
eighty  young  fellows  in  football  dress,  stout  jerseys,  buff  knicker- 
bockers, long  stockings  and  buff  shoes,  and  all  bareheaded. 
They  came  in  two  by  two;  the  men  behind  with  their  hands 
on  the  shoulders  of  those  in  front,  making  a  long,  continuous 
winding  chain,  which  wound  round  and  round  the  tree,  and 
finally  formed  a  compact  mass  encircling  it  and  the  Senior 
Marshall,  who  stood  at  its  foot  in  cap  and  gown,  those  of  the 
class  who  were  not  to  take  part  in  the  struggle,  also  in  cap  and 
gown,  took  up  their  position  near. 

"And  now  began  the  cheering.  Led  by  the  Marshal  they 
gave  the  Harvard  yell — Rah-rah-rah ;  Rah-rah-rah ;  Rah-rah- 
rah ;  Har — vard !  rising  in  a  sort  of  yell  and  repeated  over 
and  over  again  in  perfect  time.  It  was  begun  first  by  '93, 
and  then  taken  by  '94,  '95,  '96,  and  the  Graduates  in  regular 
succession.  They  cheered  the  Classes ;  they  cheered  the  Halls ; 
they  cheered  the  President  and  a  few  favourite  Professors,  and 
then  they  cheered  the  ladies ;  each  body  cheering  alone  and  in 
regular  order.  Finally  all  joined  in  cheering  Harvard,  and 
then  the  whole  mass  standing,  visitors  and  students  together, 
«ang  Fair  Harvard.  As  we  came  to  the  last  line  of  the  song  the 
first  marshal  gave  a  signal  to  the  athletes,  and  at  once  a  tuss- 
ling began ;  each  one  of  them  trying  to  get  at  the  trunk  of  the 
tree  and  to  mount  high  enough  on  the  shoulders  of  the  maJi 
in  front  to  be  within  reach  of  the  garland.     The  struggle  was 
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tremendous,  like  a  gigantic  scrimmage  at  football;  the  mass 
seemed  at  one  time  all  legs  and  arms,  at  another  a  furious 
combat  in  which  some  one  must  lose  life  or  limb.  First  one  and 
then  another  rose  high  on  the  backs  or  shoulders  of  those  be- 
low, only  to  fall  back  and  be  lost  in  the  crowd.  The  spectators 
•cheered  and  shouted  and  screamed  with  laughter.  "When  at 
last  the  first  bunch  of  flowers  was  successfully  torn  away,  we 
:all  cheered  as  if  some  great  and  glorious  victory  had  been 
gained.  It  took  about  ten  minutes  to  gain  possession  of  the 
long  wreath ;  bit  by  bit  it  was  clutched  away,  arid  flung 
among  the  men  below.  But  there  still  remained  the  crimson 
'93  high  above,  and  I  dare  say  another  ten  minutes  were  spent 
"before  the  frantic  efforts  to  reach  it  were  crowned  with  suc- 
cess. Only  two  or  three  men  were  brave  enough  to  attempt 
the  feat ;  the  famous  gymnast  of  the  year  was  the  one  finally 
to  achieve  it.  Again  and  again  he  was  dragged  down ;  again 
and  again  we  saw  him  engaged  in  a  free  fight  with  obstinate 
'Opponents  from  the  vantage  ground  of  the  shoulders  of  his 
supporters;  his  jersey  was  torn,  his  body  must  been  covered 
with  bruises  and  his  nails  all  in  pieces ;  but  in  the  end  the  rosy 
'93  fell  amid  the  shouts  of  everybody,  and  the  fun  was  over. 

''But  only  for  a  time.  The  crowd  dispersed  to  rest  and  eat. 
and  dress  for  the  various  balls  and  receptions  which  closed 
this  busy  day.  Those  students  who  were  lucky  enough  to  have 
rooms  looking  on  the  College  Yard  had  had  them  thronged 
vrith  guests  by  eight  in  the  evening.  From  wide-open  windows 
'every  one  was  looking  down  on  the  coloured  lamps  hung  from 
the  fine  trees  and  listening  to  the  Harvard  Glee  Club,  who,  in 
•spite  of  the  heavy  rain,  sang  manfully  under  their  umbrellas 
the  songs  that  have  been  sung  for  so  many  years.  But  we  were 
too  wet  and  too  tired  to  go  out  again,  and  we  feel  that  we  shall 
"have  to  come  back  some  day  to  Cambridge  to  see  Class  Day 
tunder  a  blue  sky  and  learn  what  it  really  is."
